ACT OF I NCORP ORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 
Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 
1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, 
Roswell Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, 
Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. 
Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made and con- 
stituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Con- 
vention of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by

that name they and their successors shall and may have perpetual suc- 
cession; shall be capable of suing and being sued, plead and being im- 
pleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may have a common seal, 
and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, pur- 
chase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, 
the annual income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 
Provided that said income, whatever may be the amount thereof, be an- 
nually expended and appropriated to the purposes designated in said 
petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such 
other officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; 
may make By-Laws respecting the number, qualification, and duties 
of their officers and members, prescribe the mode of election, and ad- 
mission of members, the time, place, and manner of holding their 
meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the 
government and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure 
the essential objects of said Convention as expressed in their Consti- 
tution, not repugnant to the laws of this State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist 
Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, 
on the second Wednesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended or appealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter 
called and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion.” 

STATE CONVENTION 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state, May session, 1824, may hereafter 
have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or 
mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty-five thous- 
and dollars. 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by add- 
ing at the end thereof the following: “Said Convention may accept 
and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds as may be given, devised, 
or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or way as may 
be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, 
when such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall 
be for the benefit of said Convention or individuals or churches affili- 
ated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION. 

ARTICLE II. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall he to promote the preaching 
of the Gospel and the organization and maintenance of Baptist 
churches and church schools in the State of Connecticut; and to act 
as the agent of the Baptist churches and people of Connecticut in 
advancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, and particular- 
ly in promoting the missionary, educational, and philanthropic inter- 
ests of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the 
Baptist Churches of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the 
present associated Baptist Churches, each such church which has con- 
tributed to the funds of the Convention during the year last preced- 
ing the annual meeting of the Convention being entitled to repre- 
sentation by its pastor and one delegate for each hundred and each 
fraction of a hundred resident members and for each church school 
connected with it; provided, however, that no church shall be per- 
mitted to send more than five delegates besides its pastor. 

Sec. 2. All members of the general denominational boards and 
officers of the Northern Baptist Convention living within the state; 
officers of this Convention and members of its Board of Managers; 
officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut; and 
officers of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society shall be ex- 
officio delegates to the meetings of this Convention, and entitled to 
all the privileges usually accorded to such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a 
First Vice-President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may 
be either a person or a fiduciary institution, and a Recording Secre- 
tary, who shall be the General Secretary of the Board of Managers, 

Sec. 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and the Recording 
Secretary shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall 
serve from the close of the annual meeting at which they are elected 
until the close of the next annual meeting, or until their successors 
have been elected. The Treasurer shall be elected by the Board of 
Managers. 

Sec. 3. In event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of 
President, the First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the 
office of First Vice-President also is vacant, the Second Vice-Presi-

dent shall perform the duties of President. Should vacancies occur 
in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers shall elect 
a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Re^ 
moval of an officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the officers shall be such as by common 
practice pertain to their respective offices. 

ARTICLE V. BOARD OP MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of the 
President, the First Vice-President, and the Second Vice-President 
of the Convention and forty-five (45) elective members chosen by 
ballot at the annual meeting of the Convention for the term of three 
years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of its elective mem- 
bers shall expire each year. The Treasurer, when a person, shall be 
ex-officio a member of the Board. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board 
of Managers for a term of one year those trustees who have one year 
to serve under the former Constitution and for a term of two years 
those trustees who have two years to serve under the former Con- 
stitution; and in addition to these the Convention at the annual meet- 
ing at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members 
for a term of three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, 
fifteen members, not including such as may be chosen to fill vacancies 
occurring from other causes than the expiration of terms, shall be 
elected at each annual meeting for the term of three years. 

Sec. 3. Membership on the Board of Managers shall be divided 
as nearly equally as practicable between pastors, laymen, and women. 
The president, the state home director and the state foreign secretary 
of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut shall be ex- 
officio members. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the privi- 
leges and authority of the Convention when it is not in session. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by 
by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote 
of all the delegates present at any annual meeting, after one year’s 
previous notice. 

BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OP THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Convention shall begin on 
Tuesday preceding the third Wednesday in October, at 10 a. m. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the Convention may be called by the 
President at the direction of the Board of Managers. 
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Sec. 8. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any 
number shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Sec. 4. The sessions of the annual meeting shall be under the 
control of the Program Committee, which shall have the power to 
make all arrangements for speakers for the Convention, except the 
preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion the time to the 
speakers as the different departments of the work may require, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Convention at the first session. 

Sec. 5. No objects except those provided for by the Constitution 
and By-Laws shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the 
unanimous consent of the Convention. 

Sec. 6. The proceedings of the meetings of tke Convention shall 
be regulated by the ordinary rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Sec. 7. The fiscal year of the Convention shall begin the first day 

of May. 

ARTICLE II. COMMITTEES OP THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following committees shall be appointed each year, 
to report at the meeting then in progress: 

A. A committee on the place of the next meeting and the preacher 
of the next annual sermon, consisting of three members. 

B. A committee on resolutions, consisting of three members. 

Section 2. The following standing committees shall be appointed 
each year to report at the next annual meeting: 

A. A committee on the nomination of Convention officers and 
members of the Board of Managers, consisting of one member from 
each association, nominated by the delegates of the respective asso- 
ciations in attendance at the Convention. 

B. A committee on the program of the next meeting, consisting 
of five or more members, including the president of the Convention, 
the president of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, 
the general secretary and the pastor of the entertaining church. 

C. A committee on enrollment of the next meeting consisting of 
three members. 

D. An obituary committee, consisting of three members. 

Section 3. Such other committees as may be found necessary may 

be appointed. 
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Section 4. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be ap- 
pointed by the President. 

ARTICLE III. COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL STANDING 

Section 1. There shall be a committee on ministerial standing, 
consisting of six members appointed for three years, and so consti- 
tuted that the terms of two of its members shall expire yearly. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall appoint to the com- 
mittee, those named in the last Connecticut Baptist Annual, whose 
terms have not expired, to fulfill the period for which they were ap- 
pointed, and the President of the Convention, at the adoption of this 
Constitution, and each year thereafter, shall appoint two members to 
serve for the term of three years. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Ministerial 
Standing to act in advisory capacity to church councils in the ordina- 
tion of candidates to the Christian ministry; to assist as may be pos- 
sible candidates ordained before their educational preparation for the 
ministry was finished in pursuing a proper course of study to fit them- 
selves for their work as pastors, preferably the course of study 
recommended by the denomination; and to keep a record of the stand- 
ing of Baptist ministers in the state and supervise the ministerial list 
published yearly in tne Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT 
FEDERATION OP CHURCHES 

The President shall each year appoint the number of delegates re- 
quired to represent the Convention on the Council of the Connecti- 
cut Federation of Churches. 

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OP THE BOARD OP MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings dur- 
ing the year, as follows: One within a month after the adjournment of 
the annual meeting of the Convention; one on a date in April, determin- 
ed by itself; and one on the day preceding the next annual meeting of 
the Convention. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any 
time, and shall be called by him upon the request in writing of five 
members of the Board. 

Sec. 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the 
Board, unless excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered 
as creating a vacancy. Removal of any member from the state shall 
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automatically create a vacancy. The Board shall have power to fill 
vacancies occurring in its membership during the interim between an- 
nual meetings of the Convention. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. 
In his absence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence 
of the President and the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent shali preside. In the absence of the three, the Recording Secre- 
tary shall call the meeting to order and the Board shall proceed to 
choose a President pro tern. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of 
all its proceedings. 

Sec. 6. The travelling expenses of the members to all meetings of 
the Board, excepting those held at the time of the annual meeting of 
the Convention, shall be paid by the Convention. 

ARTICLE II. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of 
the Convention when it is not in session and have supervision through 
the General Secretary of all the work of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. The Board shall provide means for raising the money 
needed for the work of the Convention and the cooperating national 
societies, disposing of the same according to the provisions of the 
Charter and Constitution. 

Sec. 3. The Board shall annually prepare a budget embracing the 
estimated expenses of all the departments of the Convention for the 
ensuing year and the apportionment of the cooperating national 
societies and submit it to the churches as early in the Convention year 
as possible, as the unified budget. 

Sec. 4. The Board shall effect an agreement with the Board of 
Missionary Cooperation whereby the cooperating national societies 
shall bear their part of the expense of promoting their interests in 
Connecticut, according to the recommendations of the Report of the 
Committee on Future Denominational Program adopted by the North- 
ern Baptist Convention. 

Sec. 5. Likewise the Board shall effect an agreement with the 
American Baptist Publication Society whereby this society shall share 
with the Convention on an equitable basis the expense of promoting 
in Connecticut the work of Christian education. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall effect an agreement with the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society whereby this society shall share with 
the Convention on an equitable basis the expense of home missionary 
work in Connecticut. 
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Sec. 7. The Board shall make all appropriations toward the aid 
of churches and the payment of salaries of missionaries and other 
workers in accordance with the rules included in these By-Laws. 

Sec. 8. The Board shall appoint such agents as may be needed 
properly to conduct the work of the Convention, including a General 
Secretary, an Associate Secretary, a Secretary of Christian Education, 
a Collector of Missionary Funds, who may be one of the Secretaries, 
and a Treasurer, wTro may be either a person or a fiduciary institution 
of approved standing. 

Sec. 9. The Board shall each year appoint an Auditor who shall 
carefully audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention. 
The Auditor shall be a certified public accountant, or firm of account- 
ants, of recognized standing. 

Sec. 10. The Board shall have power to fix the salaries of all per- 
sons employed by it. 

Sec. 11. The Board shall require bond of all its financial agents. 

Sec. 12. The Board at its first meeting shall appoint from its mem- 
bership the following committees which shall be charged with definite 
responsibilities in the work of the Convention: 

A. Committee of Missionary Cooperation, consisting as far as 
practicable of one member from each association. 

B. Finance Committee, consisting of five members, including the 
President. 

C. Committee on Christian Education, consisting of seven mem- 
bers. 

D. Publicity Committee, consisting of five members. 

B. Committee on Work Among New Americans, consisting of five 
members. 

F. Committee on Aided Churches, consisting as far as practicable 
of one member from each association. 

G. Committee on Evangelism, consisting as far as practicable of 
one member from each association. 

H. Executive Committee, consisting of fifteen members, including 
the President, who shall be chairman, the First Vice-President, the 
Second Vice-President, and the chairmen of the standing committees 
of the Board of Managers named above. 

Sec. 13. The Board of Managers may appoint from its member- 
ship or from the Convention such other committees as may be neces- 
sary to the successful conduct of the work. 

Sec. 14. The Board shall make a full report of its transactions 
at least annually to the Convention. 
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ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OP 
THE BOARD OP MANAGERS 

Section 1. Committee of Missionary Cooperation. 

(a) The Committee of Missionary Cooperation shall be the 
medium through which the Convention shall cooperate with the Board 
of Missionary Cooperation of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) Under the direction of the General Secretary, the Committee 
of Missionary Cooperation shall each year conduct the campaign to 
raise the unified missionary budget of the Convention and cooperating 
national societies. 

(c) The representative of the Convention on the Board of Mis- 
sionary Cooperation shall be elected by the Board of Managers. He 
(or she) shall be nominated by the Committee of Missionary Cooper- 
ation and shall by virtue of this election be also a member of the Com- 
mittee of Missionary Cooperation. 

(d) The committee shall make a report of its work at the annual 
meeting of the Convention. 

Section 2. Finance Committee. 

(a) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the 
handling of all the Convention Funds and in the investing of trust 
funds, subject to the approval of the Board of Managers. 

(b) The chairman or vice-chairman of the committee shall 
countersign all orders drawn on the Treasurer by the Recording 
Secretary of the Board of Managers at the authorization of the Board 
of Managers or its Executive Committee. 

(c) . The Finance Committee shall not permit any of the funds 
of the Convention to be loaned to any officer, legal adviser, or mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers, or to any corporation or business en- 
terprise in which any of them is personally interested. 

(d) The Finance Committee shall not permit the use of the Per- 
manent Funds belonging to the Convention, except as authorized by 
the Board of Managers. 

(e) The Finance Committee shall require all the financial agents 
of the Convention to make their annual reports covering the same 
period of time. 

(f) It shall be the duty of the committee to prepare each year a 
missionary budget to be submitted to the Board of Managers, when 
approved by it, to the churches. The committee shall receive from the 
General Secretary an estimate of the amount of money needed by the 
Convention for the ensuing year and from the Board of Missionary 
Cooperation the apportionment of the cooperating national societies 
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falling to the churches of Connecticut, and on the basis of such in- 
formation make up the unified budget to be approved by the Board of 
Managers, with or without changes, and submitted to the churches. 

(g) The committee shall make a report of its transactions at the 
annual meeting of the Convention. 

Section 3. The Committee on Christian Education. 

(a) The Committee on Christian Education shall promote the 
work of Christian education in its different phases, including Church 
School and Young People’s activities. Teacher Training, Church Vaca- 
tion Schools, and all other lines of instruction and study included in a 
comprehensive and balanced program of Christian education for the 
local church, 

(b) The committee shall maintain close cooperation with the 
American Baptist Publication Society and the General Board of 
Education of the Northern Baptist Convention, in order to partici- 
pate in the development of the denomination’s plans of Christian edu- 
cation. 

(c) The committee shall approve all Christian education programs 
before they may be promoted in the state in the name of the Con- 
vention. 

(d) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
meeting, through the Secretary of Christian Education, or its chair- 
mon. 

Section 4. The Publicity Committee. 

(a) The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication 
of The Connecticut Baptist. It shall appoint a Business Manager and 
cooperate with him in circulating the paper. It shall present the in- 
terests of the paper to the Convention at its meetings and devise 
means of increasing its subscription list. 

(b) The committee shall cooperate with the secretaries, as oppor- 
tunity permits, in the distribution of such literature as will best ac- 
quaint the churches with the needs and achievements of the Conven- 
tion and the denomination. 

Section 5. The Committee on Work Among New Americans. 

(a) The Committee on Work Among New Americans shall have 
charge of the work conducted by the Convention among New Ameri- 
cans, cooperating with the General Secretary and his associates, as 
they may direct, in promoting the interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the 
General Secretary or his associates. 
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Section G. The Committee on Aided Churches, 


(a) The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the 
work of the Convention in aided churches, cooperating with the Gen- 
eral Secretary and his associates, as they may direct, in promoting the 
interests of this department. 


(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the 
General Secretary or his associates. 


Section 7. The Committee on Evangeiism. 

(a) The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium 
through which the Convention shall cooperate with the churches in 
promoting the interests of evangelism in the state. It shall seek 
partiCulaily to lead the churches aided by the Convention out into 
evangelistic endeavor. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
meeting. 


Section S. The Executive Committee. 

(a) The Executive Committee shall meet four times during the 
yeai, in the months of October, January, April, and July, on dates to 
be fixed by itself. 

(b) It shall hold special meetings whenever necessary, at the call 
of the President. 

(c) The committee shall act on all matters of business arising 
during the interim between meetings of the Board of Managers; pass 
on all applications for aid from churches not acted on by the Board; 
provided, however, that no contract or agreement made by the com- 
mittee shall remain in force beyond the time of the next meeting of 
the Board of Managers, unless approved by it; except in such cases 
as have been referred to the committee for final action. 

(d) The committee shall make a full report of all its transactions 
to the Board of Managers at its next meeting. 

(e) Seven members shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 9. The duties of such other committees as shall be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

Section 10. Necessary expenses incurred by the members of the 
committees of the Board of Managers in the discharge of their duties 
shall be paid by the Convention. 


Section 11. The committees of the Board of Managers as early in 
the Convention year as possible shall submit to the Finance Com- 
mittee through the General Secretary a careful estimate of the money 
needed during the year for the successful conduct of the work in their 
respective departments, to be included in the budget for the Conven- 
tion work. 
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Section 12. All standing committees of the Board of Managers 
sliall provide for the keeping of an accurate record of their trans- 
actions in permanent form, and shall make reports to the Board when- 
ever it is necessary. 

ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The General Secretary. 

(a) The General Secretary shall have supervision of the entire 
work of the Convention, under the direction of the Board of Managers 
and its Executive Committee, including the raising of the money 
needed for the work of the Convention and the cooperating national 
societies. 

(b) He and his associates shall visit, advise, and encourage the 
churches, particularly those aided by the Convention, as opportunity 
may occur, and seek to lead them into participation in the missionary 
work of the denomination. 

(c) He may not pledge pecuniary aid to churches or missionaries, 
except as authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Com- 
mittee: provided, however, that with the consent of the Finance Com- 
mittee he may in emergencies expend not more than one hundred 
($100) dollars in any one month for supply preachers for needy 
pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in such 
churches. 

(d) He shall attend all the meetings of the Board of Managers 
and its Executive Committee, to counsel and advise as he can con- 
ceT-iiing the work of the Convention, but shall not have the power to 
vote. 

(e) He shall himself, or through his associates, direct the activ- 
ities of all the committees of the Board of Managers. 

(f) He shall each year submit to the Finance Committee a care- 
ful estimate of the amount of money needed to carry on the work of 
the Convention, to be included in the unified missionary budget. 

(g) I-le shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the 
Board of Managers, and the Executive Committee, and shall have 
charge of the printing of the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Associate Secretary. 

(a) The Associate Secretary shall cooperate with the General 
Secretary, as he and the Board of Managers may direct, in the work 
of the Convention. 

Section 3. Secretary of Christian Education. 

(a) The Secretary of Christian Education, under the direction of 
the General Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Com- 
mittee on Christian Education, shall have special charge of the work 
of Christian education. 
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(b) He shall make a report annually to the Convention. 

Section 4. Treasurer. 

(a) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Con- 
vention, both invested and current, receiving and disbursing, or in- 
vesting the same as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(bl The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on 
written order from the Secretary of the Board of Managers counter- 
signed by the chairman or the vice-chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

(c) The Treasurer shall keep separate accounts of the various 
funds of the Convention, and report and account to the Convention 
annually and each quarter as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(d) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention 
in such sum hs the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board 
of Managers, may require. 

Section 5. Auditor. 

The Auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the 
Convention annually at the end of the fiscal year and make report to 
the Convention through the Finance Committee, or quarterly if the 
committee shall require. 

Section 6. Collector of Missionary Funds. 

(a) The Collector of Missionary Funds shall receive all current 
contributions of churches and individuals to the Convention and 
cooperating national societies and turn same over to the Treasurer 
as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Collector shall give corporate bonds to the Convention 
in such sum as the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board 
of Managers, may require. 

Section 7. The duties of such other agents as may be appointed 
by the Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quar- 
terly reports to the Board through the General Secretary. All ap- 
propriations to churches shall be made quarterly, and no applications 
for aid will be considered until the report of the church has been re- 
ceived. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks in 
October, January, April and July. 

2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to 
churches only when such churches have settled pastors, and when they 
shall have made, within the year preceding, contributions for at least 
three objects of benevolence, including the work of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied the Board 
that their methods of raising funds are systematic, and best adapted 
for securing the largest possible revenues from their local con- 
stituencies.

3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the 
judgment of the Executive Committee the pastor or the church is not 
considered worthy of such aid. It is therefore required that any 
church, without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer with the 
General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before the choice and 
settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward 
the erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan 
by the Executive Committee shall have been secured; and in all cases 
where such appropriations amount to $500 or more, the church or 
society so aided shall excute to the Convention a deed of trust of the 
property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as 
the Board of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the prop- 
erty. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer 
and of the Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made 
thereto at any meeting of the Convention by a majority vote. Such 
of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, excepting By-Laws of the Board of Managers, 
Article III, Section 2, Paragraph (f), shall be of equal binding force 
with the provisions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a 
two-thirds vote of all the members present at the annual meeting of 
the Convention, after one year’s notice. 


LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of the organization should appear 
as The Connecticut Baptist Convention. The General Secretary of 
the Convention wnll be glad to talk with or advise any person desirous 
of making a bequest for the direct uses of the Convention or for the 
Convention to hold in trust for the purposes of any particular object. 
Gifts of money ultimately for the benefit of the Convention will be 
gladly accepted and interest according to the established annuity 
rates will be paid to the donor during life. This plan has the advan- 
tage of yielding an exceptionally large rate of interest to the donor 
for life and assures the Convention of the entire amount of money 
desired to be given at the death of the donor without deduction by the 
settlement of the estate. 

The General Secretary will be glad at any time to give further 
information in regard to this matter.

Bridg-eport, Conn., October 15, 16, 17, 1931. 

The One Hundred and Eighth Annual Meeting of The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention was held in the meeting-house of the First Baptist 
Church, Bridgeport, Connecticut, Rev. Charles H. Heimsath, pastor, Oc- 
tober 15, 16 and 17, 1931. 

The Convention Theme was “Christ and a Changing America”. 

The preconvention evening meeting was held at the First Baptist 
Church, Bridgeport, at 7:30 p .m., October 15. Secretary Elbert E. 
Gates presided. 

A devotional service was conducted by the young people of the 
First Church, West Haven, the Misses Harriet Finkle and Clara 
Francis being in charge. Mrs. E. E. Gates, Hartford, presided at the 
organ and Rev. George R. Atha led the singing. 

The World Wide Guilds of the First Church, Bridgeport, put on a 
beautiful and impressive dramatization of the W. W. G. initiation cere- 
mony. 

Secretary Gates, then introduced Rev. G. Clifford Cress, D. D., New 
York, who spoke on “The Spirit of the Pioneers”. Rev. Dr. Cress, who 
was the speaker of the “Covered Wagon” tour, celebrating the centin- 
ary of The American Baptist Home Mission Society, told graphically 
of the work and influence of the old missionaries in the beginnings 
of the settling of the western states. He spoke of the great work being 
done now by Baptists among the widely scattered settlers of the plains, 
with the Chinese, the Mexicans, the Negroes and the Indians. In a few 
years there will be millions of these and now is the time to save them. 

The meeting adjourned after singing and prayer and benediction 
by Rev. William J. Sly, Ph. D., Norwich, formerly director of religious 
education for the Convention. 

Friday Morning, October 16. 

The Convention was formally called to order by President Rev. 
Burtt N. Timbie, Meriden, at 9:30 a. m. 

The devotions were conducted by Rev. George R. Atha, chorister; 
Mrs. E. E. Gates, organist, with prayer by Rev. Claibourne Johnson, 
Bridgeport. 

Rev. Charles H. Heimsath, pastor of the entertaining church, and 
chairman of the program committee, presented the report of the com- 
mittee in the form of a printed program. This report, with a few minor 
changes, was adopted. 
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Mr. Heimsatli then introduced William J. Grippin, of the Bridge- 
port Church, who welcomed the Convention and who said, in part — 
many years have passed since the Convention met here. The meeting 
set for 1918 was prevented by the “flu”. In 1895 during its meeting 
here, his father, W. A. Grippin, was chosen president and held the office 
for four years. H-e spoke of the pride the church has in its beautifully 
remodelled building, planned for worship and Christian education. He 
hoped that everyone would find true hospitality and comfort in their 
stay. 

The president rseponded, thanking the church for its cordial wel- 
come and congratulating it on its splendid equipment. 

President Timbie, then delivered the President’s Address, as fol- 
lows:- — 

My year’s intimate relation with Convention work, has emphasized 
the fact that, in this life, we are apt to take many things for granted. 
Seed time and harvest have ceased to arouse any prolonged enthus- 
iasm. The lavish provision of the nation, state, and town for our pro- 
tection, education, and recreation seldom calls forth any recognition 
from us. We accept these as among the established orders of daily liv- 
ing. 

Very much in the same way, I fear, we, as Baptists of Connecticut, 
have come to accept our State Convention. A little lad in our neigh- 
borhood was taken ill with scarlet fever. A neighbor ventured as far 
as the door, one day, with some fruit. A -short time after, when he re- 
turned to inquire for the lad, a voice from the sick room called out, 
“Daddy, what did he bring me?” At times, it has seemed as if this 
same cry came continually from the sick churches of the State, causing 
the Secretary to become merely a year round Santa Claus, the bearer 
of gifts. 

For nearly twenty years I have been connected with Convention 
work in this State I have been a member of the Board of Manager:? 
and served on Special Committees. I have listened to prolonged dis- 
cussions upon almost every phase of the life -of our churches. Yet, 
with all this experience, I find that I, also, -have been taking too much 
for gi’anted. I know there would come a great awakening within our 
ranks if only you could look into this work as it has been my privilege 
to study it this year. 

There are two positions in a local church that are far beyond my 
wisdom and power to fill or my will to serve, namely, sexton of a 
church and chairmanship of the music committee, but I might now be 
persuaded to accept one of these rather than try to fill the office of 
Secretary of a State Convention. 

I have discovered that the Secretary must possess the wisdom of 
Bolomon, the patience of Job, the physical endurance of Sam- 
son, the mystical Spirit of John, and the sympathetic leadership 
of Paul who daily felt an anxiety for all the churches. But even Paul 
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knew nothing of the multiplicity of modern committee meetings, fin- 
ancial problems like ours, property tronlhles, ministerial unrest, tem- 
peramental churches and letters covering his desk, daily, like a small 
sized blizzard. It has all been a revelation to me. With so many of 
you, I have taken it all, even the work of our Secretaries, for granted 
because the machinery was so well oiled and cared for that we heard 
no creaking. 

My only reason for bringing you this message to-day is that you 
may here pledge anew your loyalty to and intelligent co-operation with 
your Convention life and work. Undoubtedly, there are lean years 
ahead when we shall all need the strong, steadying hand of such a 
friend. 

First, I want you to feel the world wide importance of our State 
Convention work. Even now, we feel a thrill when we read the story 
of the laying of the first Atlantic cable. When, at last, the work was 
completed, you will recall that the great English Statesman, John 
Bright said “this cable has moored the new world along side the old.” 
Our ever widening denominational interests seemed, through the years, 
increasingly remote from our local churches. Now and then courag- 
eous souls would cross the divide and bring back reports of our grow- 
ing work. Most of us, however, stayed at home and cultivated our own 
ecclesiastical gardens. Many efforts were made to establish a point 
of contact with the local churches. At last, the cable was laid and we 
called it the State Convention. It moored the local church along side 
the outposts of Kingdom work. Now the message of what God is bring- 
ing to pass under the oriental roof of the world can he transmitted to 
the remotest rural church in America. Therefore, ignorance of the 
thrilling story of Christ's advancing kindom is inexcusable whether it 
is found in the individual church or in the individual church member. 
No one •complains because our national government insists upon keep- 
ing the light houses along our seaboard supplied with everything need- 
ful. At whatever cost, that light must be kept burning. Every Chris- 
tian should feel thac “the Light of the glory of God in the face of Jesus 
Christ” must not only be started in every dark corner of the earth, but 
it must be kept burning. Our State Convention is the carrier of sup- 
plies to these spiritual light houses wherever they are placed. 

I therefore plead with every one of you to read thoughtfully the 
story of your work as presented by the Board of Managers. Then 
close your eyes and think of that money transformed into Christian 
Light and Love all over the world. Then, think of it transformed into 
Power, invisible, but mighty, restraining, lifting, and purifying human 
life. Then, lift up your hearts and sing the Doxology. 

No one could sit through those serious sessions of the Northern 
Baptist Convention at Kansas City without a sense of awe. Ameri- 
cans are much given to slogans and glittering generalities. The whole 
work of that Convention centered around the thought of the Christian 
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life in a changing world. That phrase, “a changing world” is in danger 
of being so dulled with much usage that the vital truth in it will cease 
to register. 

This is the time and the place for us all to face again seriously 
this fact of .a changing world, for your State Convention will have to 
carry out your will in these critical years. We must determine what 
is to be our policy in these years of adjustment. 

Even a superficial observer of church life has noticed a radical 
change in the meaning of the Christian life, and church membership 
during the last decades. To-day, church membership seems to be 
more of a companionate marriage experience in the adolescent period 
than a life-long partnership with Almighty God through the merits of 
Jesus Christ. 

Looking at our work from another angle, we find the entire system 
of Christian Education whether in the Sunday School or Young Peo- 
ples’ work cast into the furnace of change. 

We are indeed fortunate if the furnace is heated only seven times 
hotter than in any preceding generation. We think we realize the 
vital importance of this work. I wonder if we do. It bears every re- 
lation that the spring does to the mighty rivers of our land. Disturb 
the springs; desolation and death follow. The work is so involved with 
inherited forms of organization for young life, that any disentangle- 
ment seems almost hopeless. We have been improving our education- 
al equipment during the last twenty-five years until we have more and 
better material to work with than the Chri tian church has had in all 
its previous history. The lesson material was never richer, more care- 
fully graded, or more attractively prepared. The local church in one 
way or another is spending more money to-day on Christian Education 
than ever before. We have never had such highly trained and efficient 
leadership sent out from our Seminaries as we have to-day. Never 
did we have such a wealth of assemblies, conferences, inspirational 
meetings and conventions for spreading the gospel of improved educa- 
tional methods. We are, therefore, working hard at this problem. We 
need not fear the outcome, I believe, if we all can discern One like 
unto the Son of Man walking with the workers in the midst of the fur- 
nace. 

During the last few years, the self-determining policy of the far 
east missionary work and the dissatisfaction there over what seems to 
them a divorce between western Christianity and the New Testament 
teaching of Christ may well cause us to be filled with a degree of ap- 
prehension. For more than a century, sacrificial living and giving 
have brought to these people, light, love, liberty, health, hope and hap- 
piness. They recognize the value of these gifts, but they cannot see 
how these good things can come out of the Nazareth of our western 
civilization. We may deserve their criticism. If we do, it is well that 
we accept it. No doubt a purer and truer type of Christianity should 
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be developed here at home. We must keep in mind, however, that the 
light house is of greatest value in a storm. The Christian Church in 
America, therefore, must not now cut off the power or materials to 
keep the Light burning. 

Again, the local church seems to be bowing before the fiercely 
beating winds and descending torrents of cynicism and indifference. 
The Master’s principle for the individual Christian is also the prin- 
ciple of the church — ^“He that loseth his life shall save it”. The 
churches built upon the sand of social prestige and selfish ambition will 
fall. The churches built upon the rock of sacrificial love, life and 
selfishness will ntan::. . ; 

I do not mention these marks of a changing religious world for 
your information. Every thoughtful Christian is pondering them. We 
face the danger of drifting — some of us may think we can muddle 
through. I covet for us all an experience, these Convention days, like 
that of the Prophet in the olden temple, who saw the Lord, high and 
lifted up with a glory that filled the temple. This experience trans- 
formed his life. He went out to take his part in the changing world 
of his day with these words upon his lips: “Here am I, Lord, send me.” 

There are three things that will help us to do this. First, let us 
rid ourselves of fear. That is, of course, more easily said than done. 
If we were honest with ourselves, we would confess that much of our 
effort to go forward is paralyzed by fear. 

We are afraid of the cynicism and indifference on every side. We 
are afraid of poverty. We are afraid of the uncertainty of untried 
methods. We are afraid of evangelism of any sort. We are afraid of 
being called religious. We are afraid of losing our identity as a de- 
nomination. Indeed, our fears are legion. They poison our minds. 
They tie us hand and foot. They choke the channel of spiritual power. 
Somehow, we must rise and conquer our fears. The best solution for 
this Conquest of Fear that I know, is in the New Testament. 

In the second place, let us try to remove the reproach so often 
laid upon modern Christianity that it is stereotyped, lifeless, hypocrit- 
ical, mercenary, and divorced from the teaching of Christ. 

Our explanations and arguments to the contrary do not seem to 
make any deep impression upon the world. Evidently, the time is at 
hand when Christian people must “outpray”, “outlive,” and “outwork” 
all other forces striving for the mastery of the world. Is not this the 
secret of success which the apostles discovered? We do well to spend 
more time in studying Acts and reading our Church History. 

In the third place, let us here and now renew our Christian ex- 
perience and our vows of allegiance to the Great Head of the Church. 

Several years ago, in a school of recognized standing in a neigh- 
boring state, the authorities had placed at one end of a long dormitory 
corridor, a coil of rope to be used in case of fire. Years passed. The 
rope remained undisturbed. The evil day came, however. The rope 
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upon which the students had depended for safety proved unequal to 
the emergency. Later in the new building, a stronger, surer way was 
found to overcome such danger. /We too may have thought to go 
through life upon the Christian experience we had at twelve years of 
age. We find ourselves now facing gigantic forces more subtle and 
powerful than fire. I imagine it would be a good thing for each one of 
us to meet these forces with a new, virile experience with Jesus Christ. 
Peter found that his first experience with Christ did not meet suc- 
cessfully the Crucifixion. H/e had to have a new one, early in the 
morning, when Christ stirred his mind and soul to a new life. Then, 
Peter, saying, “Thou knowest all things. Thou knowest that I love 
Thee”, went out to become a positive force for righteousness in the 
confused world of his day. 

Your State Convention office would like to become a great receiv- 
ing station this year, gathering up your spiritual ideals, your gifts of 
m,oney, your gifts of service, your passion for souls that we may send 
out your Christian influence to strengthen and to steady America. 

A military hero of many year’s service stood alone in deep thought. 
Behind him and his people was a life to which they could never return. 
Before him was a changing world so revolutionary in character that it 
was enought to daunt the stoutest heart. He hesitated. Then God 
spoke: “Have not I commanded thee? Be strong and of good courage; 
be not afraid, neither be thou dismayed, for the Lord thy God is with 
thee whithersoever thou goest.” 

Our position, then, is not unique. If it had not been a changing 
world, we would not be here to-day. Many, many times in human his- 
tory, have there been great moments like this experience in Joshua’s 
life. Think of the one Jesus faced in the Garden and on the Cross, the 
one Paul faced when he turned westward instead of eastward with the 
gospel of Christ, the one Martin Luther faced before intrenched super- 
stition and darkness of mind and soul, the one the Pilgrims faced on 
the sands of Holland when they sailed for freedom to worship God. 
It is little wonder that the church, the Christian, and our Christian 
agencies are filled with awe today as they look into the future. We are 
immersed in changes of a profoundly radical nature. 

Let us begin as Joshua began, thoughtfully, prayerfully, trustfully. 
Then God will speak, “Have not I commanded thee? Be strong and of 
good courage; be not afraid, neither be thou dismayed for the Lord 
Thy God is with thee whithersoever thou goest.” We shall go forward 
and end as Joshua and all others like him have ended, victoriously 
moulding history after God’s will for mankind.

After singing of a hymn President Timbie introduced Rev. Dr. 
Edward Holyoke, Providence, R. I., who spoke on, “Essentials of 
Evangelism”. He said evangelism meant introducing the soul to the 
Lord and then nurturing the life given until it was brought to perfect 
fruition. There is no substitute for the New Birth, which is the be- 
ginning of partnership with God. To be interested in evangelism there 
must be a real sense of the supreme value of the soul, and the recogni- 
tion that no man is beyond hope and help. In successful evangelism 
there is needed acceptance of responsibility, prayer and common sense. 
There are many methods of evangelism, but he believed the personal 
method was the best. This required heroism and tact. 
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The 'Convention was led in prayer by Rev. John W. Brush, New 
Haven. A hymn was then sung and after scripture reading and pray- 
er by Rev. C. B. Jensen, the annual sermon was preached by Rev. John 
Newton Lackey, D. D., Hartford, Dr. Lackey’s theme was, “Christian 
Courage in a Changing America’’ and his text was Joshua 1:6. Owing 
to the action of the Convention a few years ago, the annual sermon is 
not published in the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

After prayer by Dr. Lackey, the Convention adjourned. 

Friday Afternoon 

The afternoon session was called to order by President Timbie. 

The devotional service was conducted by Rev. Sankey L. Blanton, 
New Haven. 

President Timbie introduced Miss Mary L. Howard, Hartford, pres- 
ident of the State Woman’s Mission Society, who addressed the Con- 
vention. She said we were too much like caged eagles. We are caged 
by the thought of the financial depression. But we find money fon 
what we are interested in. Ignorance cages us. Our sympathy and 
service go no farther than our knowledge. Btudy classes will increase 
knowledge. We are too self-centered and selfish. We should be big- 
ger than self. We cannot grow spiritually unless we give. She urged 
more “Givers of Record.’’ 

Mrs. J. N. Zeigler, iSouth Norwalk, delighted the Convention with 
a solo. 

Miss Pearl Harrris, from Central America, was then introduced by 
Miss Howard at the president’s request. She told of the work in clinics 
and schools in San Salvador. The people were inspired with confidence 
in the workers, which gave strength to their Christian message. The 
location of the work there is excellent and the results are very encour- 
aging. 

After the singing of a hymn. Rev. Mr. Heims ath introduced Pro- 
fessor Hugh Hartshorne, Yale University, who spoke on, “Prohibition 
and Character’’. He outlined the difficulties which faced the enforce- 
ment of the prohibition law. The greatest difficulty was that the attack 
was against the sources of supply and not the consumer. It is of im- 
portance therefore to teach the consumer and so change his desires. 
He found this was being gravely neglected in schools, churches and 
other organizations. Education only, he believed, could achieve the 
result desired. 

Mrs. Zeigler again rendered a pleasing solo, during which the offer- 
ing was taken. 

After the singing of a hymn. Rev. Chas. N. Arbuckle, D. D., Newton 
Center, Mass., was introduced by President Timbie. He spoke on, 
“The Sunday School and Its Need’’. He said the most impressive move- 
ment of the century was the rise of Christian education. But the re- 
sults had been quite disappointing. The oid ways produced good men. 
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Tlie new, very little more. We need to ask as to our goal. It is a 
new world in its oneness now. And a new education needs emphasis. 
Two things the church must do, for no one else does it. (1) Cultivate 
worship. (2) Propagate or impart religion. Christian education must 
give the dynamic for a good life. 

After the singing of a hymn, Secretary Gates, by request of Pres- 
ident Timbie, introduced Mattison B. Jones, California, President of 
The Northern Baptist Convention, who then addressed the Convention. 
He spoke of his pleasure at attending the Convention and seeing the 
large attendance and noted the spiritual atmosphere. He invited every- 
one possible to attend The Northern Baptist Convention in 1932, in 
San Francisco. He brought greetings of the 8,300 churches in The 
Northern Baptist Convention and their 1,500,000 members. He spoke 
of the problems before the churches. The cities were the greatest of 
these. Most of our population was centering in cities. He believed 
in the ability of the church under God to make Christ King. 

After prayer by Rev. Dr. Alexander Alison, pastor First Presbyter- 
ian Church, Bridgeport, the Convention adjourned. 


Men’s Banquet 

The Men’s Banquet was held at the Stratfield Hotel at 6:15 p. m., 
Friday evening. There were two hundred and six present. Dr. J. F. 
Barton, Hartford, president of the State Men’s Council, presided. T. 
T. Phillips, Bridgeport, was song leader. Prayer was offered by Rev. 
C. H. Heimsath, Bridgeport, Ernest Fitch, of the Bridgeport Y. M. C. 
A., acted as pianist during the evening. 

William Florian, Bridgeport, of the Nominating Committee, com- 
posed of himself, chairman; Chapel S. Carter, Ansonia and Dr. Curtis 
Gladding, Hartford, reported nominating the following officers for the 
ensuing year:

These were declared duly elected. 

Dr. Barton said the task of the Council was to give every man a 
job.

Son Day. 

Secretary H. B. iSloat, Hartford, reported the year’s activities and 
commended the work of Dr. Barton as president. 

The gathering gave Dr. Barton a rising testimony of appreciation. 

The Convention’s president, Mr. Timbie, spoke briefly of the loyal- 
ty of the Council to the churches and religion and congratulated Presi- 
dent Barton on the progress of the Council. 
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Carl Foss, New York, assistant to Dr. W. H. Bowler, briefly ex- 
pressed pleasure at seeing wliat was being done in this state. 

Mattison B. Jones, California, was introduced by Dr. Barton as the 
speaker of the evening. He said all the men should consider their 
duty to the church. He knew no greater title than a Christian gentle- 
man. IHe recommended “Missions” to be taken by the men. He 
strongly urged a Council of Men in every church and an Every Member 
Canvass as a solution of the church’s financial problem. The business 
craze of life should not make men forget God’s affairs. 

The meeting then adjourned.

The Woman’s Banquet was held on Friday evening, at 5:30 o’clock, 
in the dining room of the entertaining church. Miss Mary D. Howard, 
Hartford, president of the Woman’s Mission Society of Connecticut, 
presided.

Friday Evening 

Preceding the evening session there was an organ recital of fifteen 
minutes by the entertaining church organist, H. H. Cutler. After which, 
at 8:00 p. m.. President Timbie called the Convention to order. 

After the singing of a hymn, a very impressive baptism ceremony 
took place when Rev. C. H. Heimsath, pastor of the entertaining 
church, baptized two candidates, closing with prayer. 

A pleasing selection was rendered by the church choir. 

President Timbie then introduced as one of the speakers of the 
evening. Professor Jerome Davis, Yale University. His topic was, 
“Christ and American Industry”. A?ter a call for silent prayer, he said. 
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We need to have a perspective of God working through history. This 
twentieth century has its evils against which we must contend. They 
are not outv^'ard, such as Bolshevism, hut inward selfishness dominating 
economic life. Even the church is in danger of accepting materialistic 
standards without knowing they are antagonistic to Christ. Labor 
wants work and such a distribution that nothing he wanted and all 
have enough. All of which makes a grave misunderstanding between 
capital and labor. We should give encouragement to those trying to 
do right and exert pressure on the lagging ones. There is hope that 
this depression will lead us to pledge our lives to Jesus in a serving 
economic order. 

After singing by the choir, the offering was taken. 

Rev. James H. Franklin, D. D., New York, secretary of The Amer- 
ican Baptist Foreign Mission Society, was introduced by President 
Timbie, as the next speaker. His topic was, “Contacts with Kagawa”. 
He said Kagawa represented most strongly the real Christian economic 
attitude. He is a man who believes Jesus meant it when he said, 
“Take up your cross and follow me’’ and he went to the slums to in- 
terpret Jesus and His way of life. Dr. Franklin graphically outlined 
the remarkable life of a man that took Jesus literally and spoke of his 
tremendous influence upon a nation. Dr. Franklin stated that he is 
finding many men seeking a great spiritual experience by going on a 
.'cross. He belived the American church could do little more unless 
Christ become more to them. The Kingdom of God meant Family of 
God. This solves every human relationship. 

The meeting adjourned after prayer by Dr. Franklin. 


Saturday Morning 

The Convention was called to order at 9:30 a. m. by President 
Timbie. 

The devotional service was conducted by Rev. J. Edward Harris, 
Danbury. Rev. George R. Atlia, Groton, led the singing and Mrs. E. 
E. Gates, Hartford, presided at the organ.

Dr. G. Clifford Cress, of the Ministers’ and Missionaries Benefit Board, 
New York, who said the Board was caring for about 2,000 incapacitated 
ministers, as well as many retired aged ones. He spoke of their sources 
of income and asked all to remember this deserving matter. 

After the singing of a hymn. Dr. Eranklin was introduced by Presi- 
dent Timbie. His topic was, “Chinese Christian 'Faithful to the Heav- 
enly Vision”. He said Baptists were the only workers in a section of 
West China, of 2,000,000 people, and Baptist missions had gone across 
the country. Dr. and Mrs. Dryden Phelps were making a great contri- 
bution to Chinese religious life. Modern roads, autos, and materials 
and goods of different kinds were becoming common in this section. 
Along with these were Christian schools, teachers and hospitals. He 
said while the revolutions have uprooted some native Christians, they 
have established the faith of others, who by their loyalty to Christ have 
demonstrated the present power of Jesus in the individual life. He 
counselled prayer for China. 
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On submission of the amended report of the Resolutions Commit- 
tee, it was Voted: That the report of the Resolution Committee be 
adopted and printed in the Annual.

Saturday Afternoon Session 

The afternoon session of the Convention was called to order by 
President Timbie, at 2:00 p. m. 

The devotional service was conducted by young people of the First 
Baptist Church, Water(bury, Miss Arlene Coley, Eugene Beadle and 
Miss Virginia Worth. 

The theme of the afternoon service was, “Christian Youth in a 
/Changing America”. The theme was discussed in a syposium. Rev. 
Ellis Gilbert, West Hartford, spoke on, “A Parent’s Experience with 
Youth”. It has been his glad experience to meet those who desired to 
be like Jesus. He had endeavored to help them in doing this, by think- 
ing things out for themselves and standing for the right. He recom- 
mended attendance at 'Storrs .Summer Assembly and the Baptist Boys’ 
Camp. 

W. .James Tuller, West Hartford, spoke on, “A Parent’s Experience 
with Youth”. He said he has learned that children of the same family 
are different and therefore must be handled individually. A child’s de- 
velopment is normally steady. Temptations are different today and 
met earlier in life. But overcoming, they are stronger. He believed 
environment was a great factor in making character and counselled 
parents to live true lives before and with their children. 

Miss Margaret Takeman, Hartford, spoke on, “Youth and the 
Church”. She said life is a complicated labyrinth today and the church 
must be the cord that youth must hold to be safely guided to a strong 
character and useful career. It provides recreation, friendship, oppor- 
tunity to do big things of service, hope, music, art, literature. The 
church sets ideals and above all, helps him to find God. 

Rev. L. W. Crippen, Meriden, spoke on, “Youth and the Home”. He 
said home was children and parents, each the complement of the other. 
Youth seeks adventure. Youth is naturally loyal. The home gives to 
youth something true and lasting and is a restraining force and so is a 
balance God has placed on earth around the growing lives. 

E. E. Gates, Jr., led the congregation in the singing of a hymn. 

Miss Marion Pendleton, Norwich, spoke on, “Youth and Temper- 
ance.” She said a study group of which she was one, found they had 
hazy opinions on Temperance. They found the problem was very old. 
They found prohibition was not “put over” on the people and that it 
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was a benefit especially to the laboring people, in health, prosperity 
and happiness. Young people need to be reminded of the awful, old 
conditions. 'She believed they could not be indifferent to the effects of 
alcohol and would see that prohibition was here to stay. 

Paul K. Prescott, New London, spoke on, “Youth and Peace”. He 
said war and peace vitally concerns us all, though we forget this. Peo- 
ple interested in financial profits want war. Youth must take a new 
attitude toward this matter. War settles nothing. Youth must watch 
how public opinion is formed and not lose its head in believing in the 
glory of war. He urged study of the matter to have an intelligent 
opinion and then firmly oppose all trends to war. 

At the suggestion of Secretary Gates, President Timbie was grant- 
ed permission to appoint the standing committees of the Convention 
later and they would appear in the Annual. 

After singing a hymn. Rev. John W. Elliott, Philadelphia, 
spoke on, “I, Me, and Mine”. He said the first question we should 
ask ourselves is, “Who am I?” The answer should be, “I am a child of 
God.” Therefore I ought to have an intelligent concern about things. 
The second question should be, “What am I going to do with Me?” 
There is heredity and environment, but I must decide for myself about 
the use of alcohol, tobacco, school. Third question, “What am I going 
to do with Mine?” Answering this question makes character. We 
should understand things are given to us in trust for God and this un- 
derstanding leads to a fullness of life. 

Adjournment was made after prayer by Mr. Elliott.

Rev. C. H. Heimsath, pastor of the entertaining church, was called 
upon by President Timbie to speak a word of farewell, as he has ac- 
cepted the call to a pastorate in Illinois. President Timbie expressed 
to Mr. Heimsath the deep appreciation and love there was in all hearts 
for him and the sincere regret at this departure. Rev. Mr. Heimsath 
expressed his love for Connecticut and its people and wished great 
blessing upon them. 

Dr. Franklin, New York, delivered the closing address of the Con- 
vention on the topic, “Modern Youth and the Religion of Jesus”. He 
said we must go back 1900 years-to find the world’s greatest character, 
Jesus Christ. He had two points in His Theology. (1) Love to God 
and (2) Love to his neighbor. There are many problems for youth to- 
day even in religion. But he commended Christ and His Religion as 
the most worthy cause to which a youth can give his life. 
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After prayer by Rev. Herbert S. Brown, Bridgeport, pastor of the 
Congregational Church, and the benediction, the Convention adjourn- 
ed, to meet with the First Baptist Church, Waterbury, October 13, 14, 
15, 1932.

Greeting: 

The Board of Managers, Rev. Burtt N. Timbie, president; Elbert 
E. Gates, secretary submits the one hundred eighth annual review of 
its activities, covering its actions, the activities of its committees, its 
relationships — denominational and otherwise and news of the field 
proper to this report, for the year 1930-1931. 


Meetings 


The Board and the Executive Committee have held the meetings 
provided for by the Constitution and By-Laws. No special meetings 
were necessary during the year. The Board gratefully reports that no 
vacancies, on account of death and removals outside the state, have 
been created this year. We regret to report that Rev. Charles H. 
Heimsath, pastor of the First Baptist Church, Bridgeport, will not be 
with us next year. He has accepted the unanimous call from the large 
and influential church in Evanston, 111. Mr. Heimsath has been a mem- 
ber of the Board, the Executive Committee and has served as chairman 
of the evangelistic and missionary committees. During the last year 
he was Connecticut’s representative on the National Board of Mission- 
ary Cooperation. During his five years residence in the state he has 
willingly responded to invitations from churches, associations and var- 
ious groups. He has endeared himself to all that know him and car- 
ries with him into his new work the best wishes of his state-wide circle 
of friends. All the committees of the Board have functioned 
faithfully as the successful performance of their duties have 
demanded. Members, with three or four exceptions, have freely given 
their time and ability to the work of the Board and committees. Bus- 
iness of importance, requiring careful consideration, has been trans- 
acted. The results of these considerations appear in the proper place 
in this report. 
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Office and Field Forces 

The office and field forces are the same as last year. Elbert E. 
Gates, general secretary. Rev. Horace B. Sloat, associate secretary, 
director of Missionary Cooperation, collector of missionary funds for 
The Northern 'Baptist Convention, editor and manager of The Connecti- 
cut Baptist — our state bulletin. Rev. O. P. Campbell, secretary of Re- 
ligious Education and director of young people’s work. Miss Elizabeth 
M. Raymond, office secretary and bookkeeper. Rev. Frank S. Robbins, 
associational missionary for Stonington Union Association,^ engaged by 
the Convention in cooperation with the missionary committee of the 
Association. Mrs. Percival E. Dixon, part time children’s worker in 
the 'Department of Religious Education, — this work is financed by the 
Convention in cooperation with The American Baptist Publication So- 
ciety. Miss Cynthia Moore, employed by the Convention in coopera- 
tion with the Bridgeport Baptist Council, is secretary of the Council 
and active in the missionary groups of the city. Whilst she has de- 
voted most of her time to the Italian mission, she is available for ser- 
vice by any of the other groups in the city. All “Aided Church” pas- 
tors and “New American” pastors and missionaries are on the pay roll 
of the Convention for part of their salaries. These report quarterly to 
the Convention and other Societies that contribute to their support. 

Finances 

The 'Convention, as the treasurer’s report shows, closed the fiscal 
year, April 30, 19,31, with a balance on hand of about $800.00. This Is 
the ^third year that the books have closed with a balance on hand. 
During the year several unforeseen emergencies arose demanding im- 
mediate attention. These cases called for an expenditure of a total 
sum of about $5, 000. 00. 

The effect of the general business depression throughout the coun- 
try was noticeable in the missionary receipts from the churches. The 
churches, however, are to be congratulated for ‘their loyalty and liber- 
ality under these conditions. The collector reports that the receipts 
from the churches were exceptionably good considering the circum- 
stances. In view of the business depression and its effect upon the re- 
ceipts for The Northern Baptist Convention, the Finance Committee of 
The Northern Baptist Convention advises all cooperating and affiliated 
societies to limit their expenditures to 80% of the allotted budget. It 
is the policy of our Board, as far as possible, to recognize and adopt 
the rulings of the Finance Committee. 

Two bequests have been added to the permanent funds of the Con- 
vention. One, under the provisions of the last will and testament of 
Mrs. Bessie Hancox Ludwig, the Convention was bequeathed 'the house 
lot, and most of the furnishings of the house, which was the residence 
of the Hancox family for many years. This house is located in Ston- 
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ington, Connecticut. It was leased to two ladies from New York for 
a period of five years, with the privilege of renewal for an additional 
five years on the same terms, — the lease to expire with the death of 
both of the lessees. One died during the year. The house is rented 
for $.100.00 per month which provides for the taxes and up keep of the 
property. Mrs. Ludwig also held an annuity contract with the Con- 
vention for 16,000.00. 

Two. The provisions of the last will and testament of the late 
William A. Erving, Hartford, which became operative at the death of 
his wife a few months ago, gave to The Connecticut (Baptist Conven- 
tion, the sum of $15,000.00 and one-fifteenth of the residue and remain- 
der of the estate. The Convention received the bequest of $15,000.00 
and from the residue and remainder the sum of $31,650.24 in cash and 
$19,381.00 in securities, totaling $6t6,031.24. The treasurer. The Hart- 
ford National Bank and Trust Company, acting under the direction of 
the Finance Committee has invested the money in profitable securities. 

(During the year, Ives W. Hart, of Meriden, who held an annuity 
contract for $2,000.00 died. This annuity was active for about seven 
years. 

The Tariffville Church property, which was given to the Conven- 
tion when the church disbanded, was sold and the proceeds of the sale 
added to the Tariffville Church Fund, the income of which comes to the 
Convention. 

Full account of the Convention’s transactions and the collections 
from the churches can be found in the reports of the Treasurer and the 
Committee of Missionary Cooperation. 

Annuities and Bequests 

The Board respectfully suggests to the constituency of the Con- 
vention the advisability of making provision in their last will and tes- 
tament for the work of the Convention. This provides a safe way for 
people interested in the religious life of the state to extend their in- 
fluence out into the years.^ People of moderate means, who need the 
income from their holdings and are expecting to consider the work of 
the Convention, would do well to invest a part of their holdings in 
annuities which carry a high rate of interest. Full information in the 
matter of bequests and annuities is to be found on the inside front 
cover of the Connecticut Baptist Annual, or in consultation with the 
general secretary.

The activities of the Aided Church Committee, Rev. D. W. Lovett,

State Missions 

The major missionary work of the Convention is divided into two 
departments: that of “New Americans” and Aided Churches. 

“New Americans”. The work of the “New Americans” is under 
the supervision of the committee and the general secretary. This work 
is supported by the Convention, in co-operation with The American 
Baptist Home Mission Society, local unions, local American churches 
and the five churches and eleven missions which are in the co-opera- 
tion. The Home Mission Society does not co-operate in the support of 
the two missions for the Czecho-Slovakians, in Bridgeport and Torring- 
ton. There are sixteen centers served by ten missionaries, as follows: 
Russian, IRev. John Daviduk, these are located in Waterbury, 
Hiartford, Ansonia, Meriden and New Haven. Italian, Ansonia and 
Bridgeport, conducted by Rev. Salatore LoPresti; Waterbury, Rev. A. 
Ventura, missionary; Hartford, Rev. A. Roca, missionary; Meriden, 
Italian Church, Rev. D. Scalera, pastor; New Haven, Italian Church, 
Rev. J. E. Parrella, pastor. Hungarian, South Norwalk mission. Rev. 
Alexander Kinda, missionary; Wallingford, Hungarian Church, Rev. 
Joseph Kovach, pastor; Bridgeport, Hungarian Church, Rev. Arthur 
Stumpf, pastor. Czecho-Slovak, Bridgeport and Torrington, Rev. Paul 
E. Skokan, missionary. 

The Home Mission Society, at the beginning of the fiscal year. 
May 1, 1931, requested the Convention to relieve it of part of the ap- 
propriation it annually makes to the “New American” work. The sum 
involved was 1836.00 for the year 1931-1932. The Board consented and 
has asked the “New American” churches and missions to contribute 
through the year this amount on the pro rata basis. The Hartford 
Italian mission paid its amount in full. The Hungarian Church, Bridge- 
port, is remitting monthly. A few of the churches and missions have 
promised to make the effort and the remainder have expressed their 
inability to assume further financial responsibility. The extra contri- 
butions from these groups is an “over and above” the quota and is not 
included in the receipts raised for The Northern Baptist Convention,

as it is a refund to the Convention for sums advanced to keep mission- 
aries salaries at the same amount as that of the preceding year. 

The Czecho-Slovak missions in Bridgeport and Torrington, under 
the leadership of Rev. Paul E. Skokan, have continued their services 
in the 'German Baptist Ghurch, Bridgeport, and Calvary Church, Tor- 
rington. In addition to appropriations for salary the Convention con- 
tributes toward the payment of rent in Bridgeport. 

The Hungarian working force includes a cliurch in Bridgeport, 
where Rev. Arthur Stumpf, pastor, began his work in January, 1931, 
the church in Wallingford and the mission in South Norwalk. The 
South Norwalk mission is financed by the Convention, the First Church, 
South Norwalk, and the mission. The title of the Bridgeport Hungar- 
ian church is held by the Convention. During the year the Convention 
financially aided the church in necessary repairs on the church edifice 
and in the remodeling of the building on the premises, formerly used 
as a home for aged Hungarian Baptists in Connecticut and elsewhere, 
into a comfortable parsonage. A large part of the renovations were 
done by the church members. The unfavorable conditions in this 
church, reported last year, have cleared and the work of the church is 
going on normally. 

Italian. The Baptist work among the Italians in the state is car- 
ried on by two churches and four missions. The churches are: the 
First Italian Baptist Church, Meriden, Rev. D. Scalera, pastor— this 
church owns its edifice and with the financial aid of the Convention 
beautified and improved its plant during the year, and the First Italian 
Baptist Church, New Haven, Rev. J. E. Parrella, pastor, which wor- 
ships^ in the Grand Avenue Baptist Church owned by the Convention. 
There are four Italian missions. In Bridgeport the services are held 
in the Second Baptist Church, the rent being paid by the Convention. 
The Baptist Council of Bridgeport supervises and financially aids this 
mission. Rev. iSalvatore BoPresti is the missionary in charge. He 
carries on this work in conjunction with the mission in Ansonia, giving 
part of each Sunday and one week-day fo Bridgeport. The Ansonia 
mission worships in a chapel owned by the First Baptist Church of that 
city, which supervises and financially aids the mission. This combin- 
ation of missions has been in a measure satisfactory under present fin- 
ancial conditions, although the Bridgeport mission looks forward to 
having a missionary who can devote full time to its needs and prob- 
lems. 

The Hartford mission. Rev. A. Roca, missionary, is one of the old- 
est Baptist missions in the state. For years it was housed in the old 
First Church edifice. When the First Church merged with the South 
Church, forming the 'Central Church, and moved to the present site, it 
was necessary for the mission to seek a home nearer its constituency. 
One or two places were used. Several years ago, it was located in the 
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Village Street Mission House, as a tenant of the Congregational de- 
nomination. The Hartford (Baptist Union supervises and aids finan- 
cially this mission. 

The Waterhury mission, 'Rev. A. Ventura, missionary, for years 
held its worship in the First Church. Two years ago a new chapel was 
erected and dedicated. This was made possible through the generosity 
of interested friends. First Church, Waterhury, and the Convention. 

Russian. The missionary work among the Russians occupies five 
stations, all of which are included in the services of the pastor. Rev. 
John Daviduk. These five groups are organized into the Russian 
Evangelical Baptist Church of Connecticut, with headquarters in Hart- 
ford. This work is aided financially by the Central Church, Hartford. 
As the constituency knows, Mr. Daviduk is editor, publisher, printer 
and business manager of the Russian paper: “The Sower of Truth”, 
which is published monthly and has subscribers in all parts of the 
United 'States, Canada and Northern Europe.

Your Board finds it necessary to again remind churches within 
the scope of its activities that according to the by-laws governing ap- 
propriations to churches that these churches must have contributed to 
the unified budget of the denomination during the year preceding the 
' application and continue to contribute throughout the time they are 

aided by the Convention. The missionary spirit and cooperation are 
necessary for the spiritual life and the effective service of all churches. 


SUMMARY OF REPORTS OP AIDED CHURCHES 
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The Convention not only aids in the payment of salaries but it has 
helped churches, having mortgages on their property, carry and make 
payments on these mortgages. 

New London, Montauk Avenue Church, Rev. R. W. Ferguson, pastor, 
burned its mortgage in 1930. Recently the church received a gift of 
a building which needed to be renovated as a parsonage. The Conven- 
tion made an approprFate to aid in this matter. 

Torrington, Calvary Church, Rev. A. W. Warren, pastor, 
is feeling the stress of the times and the Board is giving careful con- 
sideration to the matter of lightening the financial burden which the 
church is carrying and thus enable it to give more of its time and 
strength to the normal work of a church. The missionary quota is an- 
nually paid in full by the church. 

New Haven, Olivet Church, Rev. C. iB. Lumsden, pastor, had an op- 
portunity to secure a valuable lot near the church but was unable to 
fully finance it. The ownership of this lot was vital to the future of 
the church and the Board voted to pay the interest on the added in- 
detbedness, whilst the church reduces the amount by a sum equal to 
the interest of the first year. This is in addition to a smilar arrange- 
ment on the first mortgage on the property. 

Danbury, New Hope Church, Rev. J. Edward Harris, pastor, has a 
mortgage of |2,000. on its property, which is held by the Convention. 
It maybe remembered that in the four preceding years it had paid off 
a mortgage of 16,000. in which the Convention aided by paying the in- 
terest. The financial depression has affected this church and the pas- 
tor, who held a secular position in addition to his pastorate. He lost 
this work and the Convention increased the appropriation made to his 
salary. 

West Haven, First Church, Rev. E. T. Settle, Jr., pastor, is grad- 
ually reducing its mortgage indebtedness whilst the Convention is pay- 
ing the interest. During the year a new pastor, who is devoting full- 
time to the work of the church, was called. 

Hartford, Olivet Church, Rev. Major D. Johnson, pastor, continues 
its good work. Evidence of progress is found in the fact that the 
church reduced its askings from the Hartford Baptist Union by the sum 
of $100. 

Stratford Church, Rev. George N. Reeves, pastor. In addition to 
the appropriation to the pastor’s salary, the Convention has been mak- 
ing a small contribution in the way of payment of interest on a debt 
for necessary equipment. Evidence of progress are noticeable in this 
church. 

Fitchville Church, Rev. George H. Strouse, pastor, received from 
the Colchester, iScott Hill Church, a fund which it held, and the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the property when the said sale is completed. Mr. 
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Strouse serves both the Congregational and Baptist churches in the 
community. 

Norwich, Third Church, Dr. William J. ,Sly, pastor, during the year 
renewed its application for aid on the pastor’s salary. 

Three other churches have been added to the list of aided churches, 
Plainvilie, under the leadership of the late Dr. A. D. Kendrick, asked 
for aid. The Convention assisted with the sum of $300. Montowese 
Church, Rev. Gustave Kriedenberg, pastor, due to the fact that the pas- 
tor is giving his full time to the service of the church, asked for an ap- 
propriation to aid in his salary. This request received favorable con- 
sideration by the Board. Waterbury, Swedish Tabernacle Church call- 
ed to the pastorate. Rev. Axel F. Wall, of Hartford, and because 
of circumstances within the church the Convention was compelled in 
cooperation with the Swedish Baptist Conference, to aid this church. 

The other aided churches in the list upon which special mention 
has not been made are doing good work and serving the spiritual in- 
terests of the community in which they stand. 

Relations With Other Religious Societies 

The Northern Baptist Convention. The Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention is affiliated with The Northern Baptist Convention. It is the 
recognized collecting agency for all contributions from the churches 
and individuals for the unified budget of the denomination. The Con- 
vention is represented in this work by Rev. Horace B. Sloat, collector. 
All missionary monies received .for the unified budget are sent by the 
collector to the New York office of the General Board of Missionary Co- 
operation. It is there divided upon set percentages and sent out to the 
various organizations included in The Northern Baptist Convention. 

State Woman’s Mission Society. This Society, Miss Mary L. How- 
ard, president, continued its fine service during the year. The Society 
stands high in the field of real service for the denomination. The an- 
nual meeting of the .Society was held with the First Baptist Church, 
Meriden, Rev. iB. N. Timbie, pastor, Wednesday, May 13, 1931. The an- 
nual meeting took the form of a celebration of .anniversaries, sixty 
years of the Woman’s American Baptist Foreign Mission Society, fifty 
years of the Baptist .Missionary Training School in Chicago, fifty years 
for Spelman College, at Atlanta, Ga., twenty-five years Northfield Mis- 
sionary Conferences, fifteen years of the World Wide Guild of the en- 
tertaining church, ten years of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut, and one week of the New England District of the Wo- 
man’s American Baptist Foreign and Home Mission Society. The an- 
nual house-party was held at the Montowese House, Branford, Septem- 
ber 15, 16, 17. This Society is the State representative of the National 
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Woman’s Societies. The National Home Society has supported two mis- 
sionaries within the State, Miss Doris Royal, who serves among the 
Italians in New Haven, and Miss Mildred Newkirk, who renders sim- 
ilar service in Meriden. Miss Royal resigned a few weeks ago. The 
Convention makes an annual appropriation to the current expenses of 
the Society. See report of the Society in the Annual. 

State Men’s Council. The Men’s Council, Dr. J. F. Barton, presi- 
dent, Rev. H. B. iSloat, secretary, has been active during the year in 
promoting the educational and inspirational program of the National 
Men’s Council. The Council held a Baptist Men’s Retreat, September 
12, 13, at the Montowese House, Branford. This was a new feature of 
the program of the Council and proved to be very much worth while. 
See further information concerning the Council in the report of the 
Committee of Missionary Cooperation. 

Suffield School, Dr. Brownell Cage, headmaster, had another suc- 
cessful year with an increase in registrations. There have been sev- 
eral changes in the personnel of the faculty. Professor Delmar P. Sis- 
son, teacher from 1914-19'31, resigned to accept the position as head- 
master of Pillsbury Academy, at Owatonna, Minnesota. Mr. Sisson 
rendered splendid service to Suffield School. Lewis P. Lindsay, for sev- 
eral years a member of the faculty of the school, resigned to enable 
him to pursue further studies at his alma mater, Vanderbilt University. 
Mr. Lindsay was director of athletics, instructor in Biblical literature, 
problems of democracy, and psychology. His salary was financed by 
an appropriation from the Board of Education of The Northern Baptist 
Convention. The Connecticut ^Baptist Convention Endowment Fund 
of the School, which was inaugurated several years ago by the Con- 
vention is steadily increasing. |28,055.93 of the amount of $50,000. has 
been received. The Board recommends that the practice of previous 
years be continued this year; that is, that the sum of $5,000. be added 
to the missionary quota of the Convention, the amount to be paid to 
the school to be determined upon a percentage fixed by the relation 
of the $5,000. to the state quota. 

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society, Rev. Ellis Gilbert, 
president, receives an appropriation from the Convention of $2,500. per 
year. This appropriation, with other income from the Society, is giv- 
en to aid students— male or female, preparing for Christian service, in 
the higher schools of education. Full information of the Society’s work 
will be found in its report in the Annual. 

New England Baptist Conference, School of Methods, receives $200. 
per year from the Convention for the support of the annual school held 
at Ocean Park, Maine. Rev. O. P. Campbell, secretary of religious 
education, is On the faculty and he, and the general secretary, are mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees of the Conference. There was a revival 
of interest on the part of the young people of our churches in Ocean 
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Park this year. This is evidenced by the increase of the registrations 
ever that of several years. 

Connecticut Federation of Churches. The Convention contributes 
to the support of the Connecticut Federation of Churches through ap- 
propriations of $300. to the budget of the Federation and $200. to the 
Storrs Church. The latter appropriation is made to the church as a 
token of appreciation for the service rendered by the church to Baptist 
young people registered at the iConnecticut Agricultural College. The 
Summer Assembly of the Convention is held annually at Storrs. 

Publications 

The Connecticut Baptist, the State Bulletin and promotional agen- 
cy, changed its form during the year. Comments from readers and 
subscribers, commending the change, have been received by the editor. 
The nominal charge of 25 cents per year does not cover the expense of 
publishing, but it does place the paper within the reach of every Bap- 
tist family in the State. In the interest of knowledge concerning the 
work of the denomination, especially in Connecticut, we again urge 
pastors to make earnest effort to have the State Bulletin in all the 
homes. It would be a good investment, and not a heavy tax, if the 
churches would provide in their budget a sum sufficient to place the 
paper in every Baptist home. 

The National publications, “Missions”, “The Baptist” and “The 
Watchman-Examiner” are commended. 

The Board again calls attention to the fact that The American 
Baptist Publication Society publishes periodicals and papers which are 
equal to those that come from any other religious publishing house. 
If materials, published by other denominations of Societies, are desir- 
ed, they may be and should be secured through The Publication Society. 
This includes not only periodicals and papers, but hymnals, Bibles, and 
other books. The Publication Bociety receives a commission on all 
such sales and furnishes the article at the listed price. This helps our 
Society, as the commission for selling them is allowed on sales. Our 
constituency needs to remember that the Publication Society receives 
no money from the distributable missionary money except the Chil- 
dren’s Day Offering. Its income is from permanent funds and its pub- 
lishing business. All surplus is turned into channels of Christian ser- 
vice. 


“The Covered Wagon” 

The American Baptist Home Mission Society will observe the one 
hundredth anniversary of its organization in 1932. An outstanding 
feature of the celebration of this anniversary is the tour of “The Cov- 
ered Wagon” built and conducted by Rev. Coe Hayne, of the society, 
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along the trail of the chief pioneer Rev. John Mason Peck, D. D. Fol- 
lowing the trail was begun at Brockton, Mass., June 20, 1931, where a 
notable meeting was held. As John Mason Peck was born and bred in 
Connecticut, the trail brought the “wagon” into our state. On Sunday, 
June 21, 19'31, two meetings were held, one in Central Baptist Church, 
Hartford, Dr. John Newton Lackey, pastor, which used the regular 
morning service for this purpose. The afternoon meeting was held in 
the East iCornwall Baptist Church, in conjunction with “Fennell Day” 
which is annually observed in the Cornwall church as a memorial to 
Dr. W. G. Fennell and the continuation of his custom of giving one Sun- 
day each year, to the church. This meeting was attended by a large 
congregation. A third celebration, within the state, was held on Sep- 
tember 26, in the Litchfield Congregational Church, located in the town 
where John Mason Peck was converted and became a member of this 
church. As Dr. Peck was originally a Congregationalist and later be- 
came a Baptist, it was fitting that the Connecticut Congregational Mis- 
sionary Society should unite with The Connecticut Baptist Convention 
in cooperation with the A. B. H. M. Society in this service. The pro- 
gram included the historical address by Dr. Sherrod Soule, superintend- 
ent of the Congregational Society, prayer by Dr. J. N. Lackey, a former 
president of the Baptist Convention, address by Rev, Coe Hayne, a poem 
by Dr. H. B. Grose, editor of “Missions” and greetings from the Bap- 
tists of the state by your general secretary. Others participating in 
these celebrations within the state were: Hon. E. E. Rogers, Dr. Prank 
B. Haggard, Dr. G. Clifford Cress and Dr. A. K, deBlois. 

The centenary proper of the Home Mission Society will be observed 
in 1932, in connection with The Northern Baptist Convention in San 
Francisco, California. In view of the fact that Dr. Peck was a native 
of Connecticut; that Connecticut was interested in the series of pre- 
centenary celebrations and because of the cooperation of the A. B. H. 
M. Society in our work among the “New Americans” it seems fitting to 
j our Board that notice should be taken of this celebration and that a 
fitting message be sent to the Society and a delegate be authorized to 
represent the Convention at the Centennial Celebration. 


Conclusion 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention has great cause for thanks- 
giving that in the midst of the unprecedented financial depression 
which is effecting our country and the world, we were able to meet our 
financial obligations promptly and in full, continue all our regular ser- 
vice to the aided churches, “New American” work, affiliated societies 
and interdenominational projects, without making reductions and close 
our fiscal year with a small balance of cash on hand. This achieve- 
m,ent is due to the loyalty and generosity of our churches, which they 
have given in spite of business and labor conditions, and the devoted 
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spirits of those who have by their bequests created and increased our 
permanent funds and thereby have projected their Christian influence 
beyond their day of life and have entered into an endless service like 
Abel, of whom it is written: “Grod bearing witness in respect of his 
gifts: and through it he being dead yet speaketh.” 

All the forces for righteousness in this changing world should re- 
spond to the challenge of our time and in the spirit of our spiritual 
forbears count no sacrifice too great or any service too small which 
we can render in giving Christ to Connecticut, America, and the world.

Honor Roll 

Tliree churches received red seals for having paid 6/12 of their 
quotas oil October 31, 1930. Forty-nine churches received silver seals 
indicating that they had paid their quotas in full. Twenty-one chur- 
ches were granted the gold seal showing that they had paid their quo- 
tas in full and at the rate of 1/12 per month. 


Promotional Activities 

1. Your director made 106 personal contacts with the churches in 
the interests of the cooperative program. 

2. Six Missionaries made 56 contacts with 43 churches. This was 
an average of more than one missionary address per week for a full 
calendar year. In addition, several churches made their own arrange- 
ments for missionary speakers. Also, secretaries of several of the Na- 
tional Societies were heard in a number of our churches. This was 
the greatest effort of its kind to keep the churches of the state inform- 
ed on the many aspects of our missionary work, since the beginning of 
the cooperative movement. 

3. Forty-seven churches and religious organizations used 183 
stereopticon and hymn sets in an effort to stimulate interest in the 
denominational program. This was the largest program of visualiza- 
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tion ever attempted by the churches to date. This method of getting 
information to a local constituency could be used by more churches 
with great profit. 

4. Twenty-six churches used 3900 Christmas envelopes and fifty- 
six churches used 9699 Easter envelopes, in a concerted effort to keep 
missionary contributions up to the level of the needs of our work. 
The amount collected through these channels totalled |11,006.63, of 
which $1,435.70 was the Christmas Offering. 

5. Following the Annual Convention in October of last year, the 
Baptist State Rally held in the Central Church, Hartford, on Novem- 
ber 19th, was the outstanding promotional event of the year. Dr. A, 
W. Beaven, president of The Northern Baptist Convention, met the 
pastors at 10:30 a. m.; a mixed group of church representatives, large- 
ly laymen, at luncheon at 12:15 p. m.; and then spoke at a mass meet- 
ing in the church auditorium at 7:45 p. m. Dr. Beaven’s virile mes- 
sages, growing out of a rich experience as pastor and leader, together 
with his exact knowledge and clear statement of our entire denomin- 
ational situation at home and abroad, were interesting and instructive, 
greatly stimulating the morale of our entire constituency. 

6. The January reading has become an integral part of our pro- 
motional program. The wisdom of its adoption as a missionary educa- 
tional method for imparting interesting information, is shown by an 
increase in the number of copies demanded by the churches from year 
to year. Seventy-two hundred fifty “Mail Boxes” were mailed out from 
the Hartford office for January, 1931. So great was the interest that 
we were not able to meet the demand. Some churches rationed out 
their supply on a two weeks schedule to accommodate their member- 
ship. One church did not get a chance to read the “Mail Box” until 
late February and early March. 

7. The mid-year associational meetings were held in Bridgeport, 
Meriden, Hartford, Willimantic, Norwich and Jewett City. The team, 
in addition to members of the office staff, consisted of Rev. C. A. Wells, 
New York; Miss Ann Sparks, New Jersey and Rev. Chas. H. Heimsath, 
Bridgeport. Mr. Wells’ training as a newspaper reporter and cartoon- 
ist enabled him to vividly portrait the missionary situation through- 
out the world. Miss Sparks, as a Christian Americanization worker, 
recalled many human interest stories from her experiences in this type 
of work. The attendance at these meetings showed an improvement 
over the previous year. The interest and spirit of the meetings drew 
the most favorable comments from all sides. 

The award, consisting of five missionary books, given to the church 
in each association, having the largest percentage of its resident mem- 
bership present at the mid-year meeting, went to the following chur- 
ches, in Ashford, Willimantic, Calvary; in Fairfield, Stratford; in Hart- 
ford, West Hartford, First; in New Haven, Yalesville; in New Lrondon, 
Norwich, Third; in Stonington Union, North Stonington, Second. It 
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should be noted that these books are given the churches for use in the 
year beginning May 1st. following the mid-year meetings. They may 
be read with equal Interest and profit by both men and women. These 
are their titles; “Baptists in Burma,” “Christ Comes to the Village,” 
“God and the Census,” “Vanguard of the Caravans,” “Mothers of Fa- 
mous Men.” 

Some Promotional Changes 

1. Owing to the pressure of many duties. Rev. David P. Gaines, 
the etficient chairman of the State Committee of Missionary Coopera- 
tion and the Convention’s representative on the National Board of Mis- 
sionary Cooperation for more than four years, felt constrained to re- 
linquish this particular work. He so indicated this fact in a letter 
to the president of the Convention. At the November meeting of the 
Board in 1930, Rev. Charles H. Heimsath was elected to succeed Mr. 
Gaines. Mr. Heimsath has done an effective piece of work as our state 
chairman and representative on the National Board. 

2. Our constituency has noted the change in the form of The Con- 
necticut Baptist. This change was made with the concurrence of the 
Committee on Publicity, Dr. Frank B. Haggard, chairman, and for the 
purpose of using the cover provided by the National Committee of Mis- 
sionary Cooperation, which cover carries, every month, certain definite 
information from headquarters of interest to all our churches. 

3. In April, 1930, an informal meeting with Dr. W. H. Bowler and 
Miss Ina Burton, in the Central Church Hartford, led to the considera- 
tion of a closer correlation of our promotional forces within the state. 
As a result of the discussion at that time, there was set up a Commit- 
tee of Conference, composed of the following: Elbert E. Gates, chair- 
man, B. N. Timbie, Miss Mary L. Howard, Mrs. H. S. Palmer, Mrs. A. 
M. Brown, Mrs. R. B. Gardner, Dr. J. F. Barton, O. P. Campbell, Ellis 
Gilbert, H. B. Sloat, secretary, representing the various major or- 
ganizations and departments of our State Convention work. The aim 
of this committee is to study carefully all proposed plans for our work 
that duplications and ovefilappings may be avoided, in the interests of 
economy, efficiency and an intelligent approach to the churches. The 
wisdom of this committee should be, and we believe will be, of incal- 
culable help in all the promotional work of the Convention. 

4. In keeping with the action of the National Council of Baptist 
men, the name of our state organization has been changed to the Bap- 
tist Men’s Council, thus eliminating an apparent distinction between 
the man in the pulpit and the man in the pew. During the past year 
the Men’s Council was able to complete its state organization, now hav- 
ing a councilman in each association. Several meetings of the Coun- 
cil were held during the year in the interests of the men’s wjork in our 
churches. In 1930-31 the Council sought to secure in each church a 
key-man through whom all matters suggested by the National Council, 
of interest to men, might get before the men of our churches. This 
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task was not easy. It has not been completed. Every church should 
be able to find within its membership some man to function in this ca- 
pacity. 

At the annual banquet held in New London, October 18, in connec- 
tion with the State Anniversaries, C. C. Tillinghast, principal of the 
Horace Mann School, New York, spoke to 250 of our men. 

On April 16th, Dr. Joe Taylor addressed a group of men, represent- 
ing New London and Stonington Union Associations, at a luncheon in 
the Central Church, Norwich. 

President J. F. Barton spoke in a number of our churches, em- 
phasizing Tasks No. 1 and No. 2 of the Trial Manual, which deal with 
Bible study and missions. 

Two pieces of literature published in the interest of men’s work 
last year, namely, “Tackle New Tasks” (T. N. T.) and “Tasks to 
Tackle,” put in succinct form, data, a part or all of which, any church 
could use in any men’s group to increase interest all along the line of 
the Kingdom enterprise. Samples were sent to the pastors of the 
churches. 

Cooperation of Women 

The Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, Miss Mary 
L. Howard, president, has been during the past year, as always, most 
helpful in promoting the denominational program. The secretary-di- 
rector, Mrs. H. S. Palmer, through the key-women in the local chur- 
ches, assisted in promoting the Christmas Offering, January Reading 
of the “Mail Box,” Pay-Up Sunday in February, Easter Victory Offer- 
ing and quota acceptances for the current fiscal year. The women are 
organized for business and are busy helping to do the task of the de- 
nomination. 

' World Wide Guild 

This organization, under the energetic and resourceful leadership 
of Miss Edith Wing, director for Connecticut, is carrying on loyally a 
program of intensive missionary education in many of our churches. 
Through their efforts the unified budget received approximately $1,- 
000.00 last year. Each year a Rally is held, during early September. 
The program, in its arrangement, unique — in its development, original, 
through its scope aims to combine and does provide, wholesome recre- 
ation, vital information, and helpful inspiration. "This organization 
should have the active support of more of our churches. Out of it 
will come missionaries and leaders in our churches for the cause of 
missions. 

Baptist Community Canvass 

The idea has found greater acceptance in many states than in Con- 
necticut. A somewhat similar program was tried out in Bridgeport, in 
March 1930. The representatives of twelve churches, over a period of 
four weeks, met weekly to discuss how, together they might unite in a 
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program to enlist the cooperation of their memberships in securing 
adequate current expense and missionary budgets. Dr. F. A. Agar, 
Rev. Donald Williamson and Miss Helen Wallace, assisted the local 
committee Rev. Chas. H. Heimsath, chairman, in promoting the under- 
taking. The effort resulted in a splendid spirit of cooperation, and a 
better understanding of sound church finance, as a great spiritual ven- 
ture. 


Missionary Education 

This important phase of our promotion program is under the di- 
rection of Mrs. R. B. Gardner, state secretary of Missionary Education 
for the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut. Mrs. Gard- 
ner has done a notable piece of work during the past year, not only in 
her reviews of missionary study books, her addresses at annual gath- 
erings, but in setting up and conducting Schools of Missions and 
Study Classes in some of our churches. Under her wise leadership in 
this department the missionary education program of the denomination 
is taking on new life. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion, your committee wishes to express its appreciation of 
the fine spirit and work of the churches, in making possible the un- 
usual success of the past year and, that, in the face of almost in in- 
superable difficulties. We are stronger for our experiences. We can 
“Tackle the Tasks” of the current year with even greater assurance of 
victory by April 30, 1932.

Report of the 

DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


To appreciate the progress of Christian Education in our church- 
es one needs the perspective of years. It is most encouraging, as we 
visit the churches, to observe the changes made since 1924. Our teach- 
ers have made tremendous gains in the art of teaching, and in their 
conception of the spiritual objectives of their work. One notices es- 
pecially the improvement in the quality of worship and lesson mater- 
ials. We are definitely passing from the conception of Christian Edu- 
cation as a body of information to be passed on, to regard it as prim- 
arily concerned with producing more complete Christian living. The 
fundamentals of the educational method and spirit are being accepted 
as essential in Avorship, missions, evangelism and throughout the life of 
the church. In step with the general progress in Christian Education, 
Ave have consistently held this spiritual ideal before the churches and 
we may well take courage at the many evidences of progress. 

Children’s Work 

Although there are no spectacular features to report it is encourag- 
ing to note an increasing number of churches showing an interest in 
the children’s work of the denomination. The director has made per- 
sonal contacts with 26 churches. In place of the card formerly used 
for the annual report in April, the director sent out to the 'Churches a 
questionnaire, Avihich would give a more adequate picture of the re- 
ligious education program of the local church. The object of this was 
not only to gather information, but that it might be suggestive of what 
is included in such a program. Although this was on first sight rather 
a formidable looking document, the response was exceedingly gratify- 
ing, 62 churches reporting. In a second call the usual card was en- 
closed and of these 19 were returned, making a total of 81 'Churches re- 
porting on children’s work. Our circle of key-women now numbers 66, 
many of these officially recognized by their church schools. The mat- 
ter of associational directors has not been pressed, but the director 
feels the need of such helpers acutely and plans to give immediate at- 
tention to the problem. 

Following is a summary of the more important items in the reports: 


Number of churches reporting 81 

Number using graded materials 68 

Number holding annual pastor’s class 33 

Number having workers’ library 20 

Number enrolled in teacher training 213 

Number of credits granted in specialization units in 
children’s work 70 
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Fairfield Association leads in tlie number of churches reporting 
with a percentage of 75; New Haven 74%; New Hondon 63%; Stoning- 
ton Union 63%; Ashford 51%; and Hartford 46%. 

In the early summer a conference for New London churches was 
held in the First Baptist Church, New London. Children’s workers from 
several outlying churches were invited. The attendance was 30. The 
program was as follows: 4:00 p. m. simultaneous group conferences; 
Cradle RolLBeginners-Primary under the leadership of Mrs. Major L. 
Johnson of Hartford, Junior conducted by the director. Following the 
supper which was served by the ladies of the church, a brief “(Round- 
table” of methods in children’s work was held. The Boston office of 
our Publication Society cooperated by sending an exhibit of the leading 
books for children’s workers. These were for examination or purchase. 

Exhibits of materials carefully selected have been displayed at var- 
ious conventions, and association meetings, and attracted much atten- 
tion. Our editors announce new lesson materials ready for use for 
second and third year Primary and third year Junior. Beginners pic- 
tures are being revised. 

After a number of years, Connecticut was once more represented 
in the great exhibit of The Northern Baptist Convention. The director 
was not ashamed of the work she sent in. Following are the churches 
represented: New Haven iCalvary, Clinton, Essex, Noank and Water- 
bary First. Fourteen states were represented in the children’s work 
exhibit, and we were delighted to have Connecticut awarded three of 
the twenty honors. 

This year we hope especially to emphasize the quality of our teach- 
ing, encouraging a larger number of children’s leaders to take advant- 
age of the various opportunities for training. We look forward to more 
personal contacts with the churches, and more conferences specifically 
for children’s workers. 

Intermediate Work 

Our third annual Boys’ Camp was held at Camp Rainbow, June 22 
to July 3. There was an attendance of 46 boys under 12 counselors 
and camp leader. Few boys’ camps are able to offer the quality of 
leadership we have. They were all people of mature experience who 
gave their time without pay. We wish to acknowledge our obligations 
to those who so generously and efficiently served us this year. They 
were: Rev. Claibourne Johnson, Rev. A. S. Woodworth, Rev. P. A. Kil- 
mister. Rev. Gustave Friedenberg, Rev. W. H. Barsch, Rev. R. W. E. 
fDeWolfe, Dr. Wm. J. Sly, Mr. George H. Strouse, Jr., Mr. Thomas Owl, 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas A. 'Cook. Rev. O. P. Campbell served as the 
camp director. The program consisted of dramatics, projects in mis- 
sions, Bible study, nature study, hobby work and a genuine Christian 
.experience in out-door sports. The experience of living together in this 
camp fellowship is a great factor in the foundation for Christian man- 
hood. On behalf of the boys we wish to acknowledge our sincere grat- 
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itude for the voluntary contributions of interested laymen who sent 
funds to the Convention office for the assistance of worthy boys. These 
(funds were divided among 20 boys. Without this many of the finest 
boys in our churches would have been deprived of the camp experience. 

The denomination reports 24 summer camps this summer, 18 for 
intermediate boys and -6 for girls. Under the leadership of Rev. Miles 
W. [Smith of The American Baptist Publication Society, and Rev. Flyod 
L. Uarr of the Board of Education, in cooperation with the State Con- 
ventions, these camps are rapidly becoming an important part of our 
denominational program. 

We commend the new program of the denomination for intermed- 
iates. After three years of experimentation the Young People’s 
Council of The Northern Baptist Convention has released the “Pioneer 
Plan”. It is a scheme of coordinating the organizations and a pro- 
gram of activities for all those on this age level. In the spirit of ad- 
venture, characteristic of this age, they are led to explore in the realm 
of Christian living. Six manuals are available as guides for those 
wishing to enrich their program in the local church. This idea is be- 
ing used in other denominations and the term “Pioneer” may take the 
place of the term “Intermediate” because it is discriptive of the junior 
high school age. 

Young People’s Work 

The outstanding event of the year for the young people is our Sum- 
mer Assembly at Storrs. It is most encouraging to be able to report a 
31% increase in attendance. We registered for the full schedule 99 
delegates, and the continuous attendance including the faculty was 119. 
The personnel of our faculty was not surpassed in any of our state as- 
semblies, and their unanimous testimony is that they meet no finer 
type of Christian youth in any of the conferences across the country. 
It is inspiring to those of us in this work to follow the careers of these 
young people. Scores of them enter college and higher institutions for 
(Professional training, declaring this summer experience and the friend- 
(Ships formed here responsible for a better philosophy of life and the 
inspiration to prepare for Uhristian living on a higher level. 

In addition to our own assembly work, your secretary served on 
the faculties ol the New York State Assembly and The Neiv England 
Baptist Conference. Our Ocean Park [Conference registered 768, which 
was a little less than last year. It was a well selected body of Chris- 
tian youth from our New England churches and a high grade of work 
was done. The camps for young men and women were larger than 
ever and under excellent supervision. Our 'Connecticut delegation num- 
bered only 28, which is one more than last year. It would be an ex- 
cellent thing for our churches if more of the workers would utilize 
their vacation time by spending it in the fellowship of The New Eng- 
land Conference. 

For our general young people’s work in the churches certain sea- 
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sonal emphases are suggested for this year. We are cooperating with 
all Protestants in a determined attack on the liquor problem. Hun- 
dreds of conferences are being held and material for projects and dis- 
cussion classes are being offered. Your secretary was a member of a 
special commission last winter which made a survey of temperance ed- 
ucation in the state, with special reference to the churches and public 
schools. He is also a member of the “Council of Twelve”, a commis- 
, Sion serving to give unity of action to all the organized temperance 
forces in the state. 

Other pressing issues which vitally concern us all is the peace 
question and* the industrial problem. We commend these topics for 
special study and attention this season. Much helpful literature and 
many conferences on these issues will be brought into our reach this 
year. Other projects which this department sponsers are: Young 
People’s Week, last week in .January; Youth Evangelism; IFather-Son 
and Mother-Daughter affairs. 

Adult Work 

Your secretary in cooperation with the adult division of the De- 
partment of Christian Education in Philadelphia, and with a local 
group of professional workers, has spent much time this year in study 
and conference on the problem of adult leadership in the churches. 
Our young people are the hope of the future but we never hear this ex- 
pression these days without facing the disconcerting fact that the pres- 
ent generation of adults, who are their teachers and examples, are con- 
ditioning that future. We must be alert to meet the imperative need 
of a better trained adult leadership of youth and more constructive 
programs of adult education in the churches. We commend to our 
pastors and lay leaders the use of the excellent materials now available 
from our adult division. The programs and suggestions for class pro- 
jects and studies, worship, parent education, missions and stewardship 
are quite sufficient for all types of adult groups. We urge especially 
the creation of a church program which will make promotion from the 
young people’s groups into the adult life of the church easier. We are 
recommending that the older and more experienced members more 
generously share their responsibilities with the younger recruits. In 
making the necessary adjustments for successful Christian living every 
young adult needs freedom to experiment with his ideas and to find his 
natural place of service in the church fellowship. 

Vacation Schools 

We had 33 churches reporting vacation schools this year. The sum 
of $400. from the funds provided by The American Baptist Publication 
Society and the State Convention was given to nine of these schools, 
mostly for work with foreign-speaking missions. It is not possible to 
give accurate Baptist statistics because 18 of these churches were in 
community schools. Several other churches are known to have held 
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schools but hvae not reported. The attendance has been good and the 
letters from various leaders indicate the usual eager enthusiasms of 
the children and the hearty and unselfish ministry of scores of volun- 
teer workers. Several churches are using the vacation school for 
practice teaching under expert supervision. We commend this as a 
most excellent method of teacher training. 

Leadership Training 

There has been little increase in the number of standard credit 
units taken in church classes, community school and summer confer- 
ence. There is an encouraging tendency on the part of active teachers 
and officers to accept the sympathetic supervision of pastors and pro- 
fessional leaders. In monthly teachers’ meetings, conferences and 
conventions, on committees, through personal interviews, and the use 
of improved literature there is a more general sharing of experience, 
which is improvinig the CLuality of church leadership along all lines. We 
still recognize the necessity of text-book manuals for standard units 
of credit. The text-books should be used, however, as background for 
discussion rather than for recitation. Along with the development of 
technique we regard the teaching experience under supervision as a 
means of developing Christian personality in the leader. This kind of 
leadership training is not measured by fixed standards or credit units. 

This year the Protestant churches are united in a special emphasis 
on leadership training. We commend to every church the careful con- 
sideration of the following suggestions: Sunday church school classes 
for prospective teachers; week-night classes for those now in service; 
a superintendent of leadership training; special classes for teachers of 
adults; full representation in community schools, summer conferences 
and conventions. 

Let us think of training leadership as applying to the entire pro- 
gram of the church. This problem is at the root of all our present dif- 
ficulties and our future success is largely dependent on our present 
program of leadership training. Let every church in our Convention 
face this question courageously this year. 

Evangelism 

In response to a request from the Committee on Evangelism the De- 
partment of Religious Education joined with them in making and pro- 
moting a program for the year. Under the auspices of the two com- 
mittees an all-day conference for the ministers and lay workers was 
held in Hartford, January 13th. This was attended by about 125 rep- 
resenting all parts of the state. The general theme of the conference 
was “The Methods of Jesus Applied to Our Time”. Rev. Edward M. 
Bleakney, of Pittsburgh, and Rev. L. Louis Aber, of Providence, were 
the visiting speakers of the day. Methods of personal evangelism and 
youth evangelism, through the church school, were presented effec- 
tively along with a well balanced emphasis on the emotional factors in- 
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volved in evangelism. Discussion of the Pastor’s Class was led by Rev. 
Ellis Gilbert, and the devotions by Rev. J. J. Allen. 

At the request of those present at this meeting a series of “Round 
Table Meetings” were held in six different centers, February 22 to 27. 
The program for these meetings was called “Making Evangelism Vital” 
and our guest leader was Rev. Albert H. Gage, D.D., of Wakefield, Mass. 
In these conferences Dr. Gage met about fifty of our pastors sharing 
his great experience with them. He also met about 200 of our teach- 
ers and workers in a most practical facing of the teachers opportunity 
in evangelism. Our secretary of Religious Education conducted forums 
with the teachers of youth and adults, and our director of Children’s 
Work with the teachers for children. A postal card questionnaire was 
sent out just after Easter, resulting in reports of 68 churches, showing 
an increase of 100 baptisms over last year in the churches reporting. 
Pastor’s classes were conducted in most of the churches. Several vis- 
itation campaigns were reported and a few regular evangelistic meet- 
ings. In all our teachers’ meetings and conference on methods, the 
spirit and objectives of evangelism were magnified. It has also per- 
meated our materials for teaching and our conference programs on Re- 
ligious Education. 

Recommendations 

1. That the name of this department be changed to “The Depart- 
ment of Christian Education”, corresponding with the change recently 
made by The American Baptist Publication Society. 

2. That the “Pioneer Plan” now being jointly sponsored by the 
several National Societies of The Northern Baptist Convention be used 
by the churches for the enrichment of their work with Intermediates. 

3. That a series of Christian Leadership Conferences be held 
across the state as a part of this year’s program. 

4. That every church take up definitely some method of improv- 
ing its leadership, laying special emphasis on the evangelistic respon- 
sibilities of the teacher. 

'5. That every church, in the plans of this year, courageously face 
the pressing current moral issues; with special attention to temper- 
ance, peace, civic righteousness and industry.

CORRESPONDING SECRETARY OF WOMAN’S 
BAPTIST MISSION SOCIETY OF CONN. 

October 16, 1931. 

This has been a year of special anniversaries in the Baptist de- 
nomination and we too have had an anniversary for at our Annual 
meeting in Meriden in May over three hundred women celebrated the 
tenth Birthday of the W. B. M. :S. of Connecticut with appropriate cer 
emonies, birthday cakes and candles. During this time the society has 
been ably led, by our president. Miss Howard, whose constructive pol- 
icies, together with her untiring zeal and enthusiasm have inspired all 
who know her. 

It was interesting to note the progress made in the ten years, for 
the work of this society like much of woman’s work, is the sum of 
many small efforts. Each year has shown some new department de- 
veloped, some new goal, to aim for, with always a gain in some direc- 
tion. 

At present the different secretaries are carrying on as energetical- 
Ij'' and efficiently as ever and the society is in a healthy condition. Mrs. 
R. B. Gardner, Secretary of Missionary Education, took an intensive 
course in the Mission Study Books at Silver Bay this summer, and is 
prepared to assist leaders of Study groups or classes. 

In the winter, a civics committee was formed. Mrs. Arthur M. 
Brown, our former State director, has accepted the position of Civic 
chairman for the New England Distinct of the W. A. B. Home and For- 
eign Mission Societies, and with her usual energy is rapidly organizing 
her depai’tment for work. Mrs. D. A. Pitt is our State chairman. It 
is proposed to inform our church women of Civic affairs and call forth 
concerted and aggressive action in such matters as the Peace Move- 
ment and law enforcement. 

In the past, great missionary projects were planned and carried on, 
only after days, and sometimes weeks of earnest prayer; feeling the 
need of more prayer among our women in this present day, a new de- 
partment of Prayer is being promoted by the two National Women’s 
societies. The chairman of this committee in our state is Mrs. E. C. 
Link of Stamford. Mrs. Link told us of the “School of Prayer” at the 
Houseparty. 

One hundred and fifty women attended the Annual Houseparty at 
Montowese House, Branford. Several new and pleasing features were 
introduced this year, adding to the sociability of the occasion. Rever- 
end Charles Heimsath of Bridgeport and Reverend J. J. Allen of New 
London were among the speakers; Miss Elsie Root from Burma, Mrs. 
Hathaway, and Dr. Witt, both going out to Africa, brought inspiring 
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messages, and Miss Olive Russell of the W. B. e.. M. Society gave the 
inspirational address. 

In an editorial in September “Missions” a daily motto was sug- 
gested for iChristians for this year. It sums up all that our Baptist 
women in Connecticut are trying to do. It is the last line of a well- 
known hymn. It is this — “1 would Look up, and Laugh, and Love, and 
Lift”.

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ADDENDA F 

COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 

Your committee on Evangelism decided at the beginning of the 
year that it wanted xo work in closest cooperation with the committee 
on Christian education. We found that committee most willing to co- 
operate and much of the success of the year’s work in evangelism is 
due to the large contribution which that committee made in this co- 
operative enterprise. 

On January 13th we held an all-day conference on evangelism for 
ministers and key workers from our schools in the Central Church in 
Hartford. Rev. L. Eouis Aber of Providence and Rev. Edward M. 
Bleakney of Pittsburgh were the principal speakers. This conference 
was followed by a series of reginal round-table conferences. These 
were led by Dr. Albert Gage, Rev. O. P. Campbell, Miss Mary E. Balch, 
and Mrs. P. E. Dixon. Our hope was to reach every church school 
with the message and the method of evangelism in this modern day. 

After Easter sixty seven Churches reported their additions by bap- 
tism and letter. The figures were as follows: by baptism 581, by let- 
ter 304, a total of 885. The baptisms in these same Churches the pre- 
vious year were 485, showing an increase this year of 96. 

Your committee on evangelism is confident that it has been work- 
ing along the right lines and it recommends to the new committee the 
same close cooperation with the committee on Christian education and 
a far more vigorous evangelistic endeavor in and through the Church 
Schools. 

We. do this not only in the interest of evangelism but in the inter- 
est of Christian education. We believe that the greatest thing that 
could happen to Christian education would be the winning not only of 
the scholars but their parents to the Lord Jesus Christ. Until the par- 
ents are won our job is only half done and all our work of Christian 
Education is handicapped. A strong Church School together with the 
homes represented in the School furnishes the greatest field for evan- 
gelism in modern America. 

We would also recommend an evangelism that does not wait until 
Lent and Easter to do this work but embodies evangelism in all the 
work of the year. It is the judgment of those who know that an 
evangelism which begins in the autumn is far more effective for good 
than an evangelism which does not get going until the Spring. 

We therefore recommend that all our iChurches begin now tO' re- 
vive the passion for souls in our own hearts, and that we use Thanks- 
giving, Christmas and New Years as well as Easter in the winning of 
pupils and parents to Christ and the Christian way of life. 

Such a program might well reach its climax in the Spring with a 
whole week devoted to young life as our English Baptist Churches did 
last year with great success so that they are repeating it with even 
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greater promise this year. We are confident that the problem of 
evangelism is not so much a problem with those outside the Church 
as it is a problem with the life within the Church. No evangelism is 
worthy of the name that does not begin with a revived Church. 

What we need is not merely a spring time effort on evangelism but 
a springtide of new life manifesting itself in the autumn and bearing 
fruit all the year.

REPORT OF THE OBITUARY COMMITTEE 

Alexis Dawson Kendrick 

Dr. Alexis D. Kendrick died at his home, Poquonock, in the town of 
Windsor, April 24. H^e was born in Montezuma, Georgia, Sept. 7, 1873. 
He united with the Fifth Avenue church, Rome, Georgia. He was edu- 
cated in southern schools and colleges and had the degrees of B. S., B. 

D. and D. D. He was ordained May 5, 1898, by the Bdgev/ood Avenue 
church, Atlanta. He had pastorates at Vidalia, Atlanta and Americus, 
Georgia, and Shreveport, Louisiana. After a successful career as a 
southern pastor, he moved to Connecticut. Because of business re- 
sponsibilities he was for some time not free to devote his full time to 
pastoral work. He served several churches in this State, including 
Blue Hills and Olivet churches, Hartford, also Warrenville and Stafford. 
He went to the church at Plainville Feb. 14, 1926, and built up the 
membership and congregation, receiving 60 new members, of whom he 
baptized 36. A few hours before death, he completed his sermon on 
Trusting God Under Difficulties and chose a poem. Look Up, with 
which to end the sermon. This poem was read at his funeral by Rev. 

E. E. Gates. Rev. Victor L. Greenwood, pastor of the Poquonock Com- 
munity church, and Dr. J. N. Lackey' of the Hartford Central church 
took part also. He was married in 1903 and was the sixth clergyman 
in his family His wife and four children survive him. 

John Hunter Stearns 

J. H. Stearns was born in Chicago June 21, 1875, and died at his 
home in Torrington May 14. He graduated at Williams College 1899, 
spent several years in business, later engaged in religious work, and 
for a number of years was general secretary of the National Bible In- 
stitute, New York City, where he was ordained in Calvary church 1922. 
His Connecticut pastorates were at the Union church, Montville, and 
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Calvary cliurch, Torrington. He is survived '137 liis wife, Grace, daugh- 
ter of the late Judge E. T. Roroback of Canaan, three daughters and 
two sisters. 

D. C. Thomas 

D. C. Thomas was born at Blackstone, Virginia, July 15, 1865, and 
died in Stamford June 9. He studied at Hampton Institute and in 1899 
graduated at Wayland Theological Seminary, Washington, D. C., a few 
weeks before his ordination in New Jersey. His pastorates were in 
Freehold, N. J., Grace church, Norwalk, Greenwich, New Hope church, 
Danbury, Shiloh church. New London, and in 1929 he became pastor 
in Fairfield. The funeral was conducted by Rev. J. Edward Harris of 
New Hope church, Danbury, and interment was at Stamford. Mr. 
Thomas has been called “a strong personality, deeply interested in the 
work of the church, and rendered a good service.” 

William Obadiah Harris 

W. O. Harris was born at Boydton, Virginia, July 5, 1867, and died 
at Albany, N. Y., on his 64th anniversary. He studied at the institute 
in his native town, and graduated May 31, 1899, at Wayland Theological 
Seminary, Wasnington, D. C., one of the home mission schools, later 
united with Richmond Theological Seminary forming what is now Un- 
ion University, Richmond. He served the Union church, Stamford, 27 
years, and the Morning Star church, Albany, was his other pastorate. 
He was licensed in 1894 and ordained in 1897. His funeral was con- 
ducted by Dr. Harrod and interment was in his native town. It is said 
of him, “Mr. Harris ivas a good preacher, a sympathetic pastor and a 
good nainister of Jesus Christ.” 

William Francis Newton 

Wm. F. Newton was born in Bopkinton, R. L, 1862, and his father 
was one of the Boys in Blue that made the supreme sacrifice in the 
Civil War. Mr. Newton’s boyhood was spent at Old Mystic and Water- 
ford. He studied at Mount Hermon, Mass., and came under the in- 
fluence of Dwight L. Moody. On August 2, 1890 he was licensed by the 
Bernardston church. Mass., and was ordained Sept. 17 by the Charle- 
mont church. Sept. 16, 1890, he was married to Miss Fanny Morse of 
Orange, Mass. He supplied the Bernardston church from 1888 to 
1890, Richmond, N. H., six months, and Warwick, Mass., six months. 
Prom 1891 to 1892 he was a missionary in Indian Territory. He gave 
three years service to Nebraska, working for the Home Mission So- 
ciety. He gave a second term of service to the Indian Territory, work- 
ing among the Blanket Indians. He became pastor of the Third church, 
Norwich, Conn., and did evangelistic work in this State. He was pas- 
tor of the Second church. New London, now called Montauk Avenue 
church, and was instrumental in securing a new home for it. He was 
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a good singer and one of a Northfield quartet that assisted in evange- 
listic services in California. He had a second pastorate in the New 
London church and later was colporter and evangelist for the State 
Convention. His favorite hymn was “There’s honey in the rock for 
you.” Jan. 1, 1915, he was engaged by the Publication Society to do 
chapel car work in the South. He worked among the coal miners in 
the mountains. He died in St. Agnes Hospital, Baltimore, following an 
operation performed the previous day. He was commemorated by 
three funeral services. They were at Quinwood, West Virginia, Mon- 
tauk Avenue church. New London, the service being conducted by Rev. 
D. W. Lovett, Willimantic, formerly pastor in Orange, Mass., and the 
third service was at Orange, conducted by the pastor. Rev. S. H. Tal- 
bot, and the interment was at Orange. He brought into his work faith, 
enthusiasm, devotion and great concern for the spiritual welfare of the 
people. His wife was a very valuable assistance in his labors. 

Albert H. Clement 

Rev. A. H. Clement died on Octboer 6, 1931, in the town of Gris- 
wold, Conn., at the age of 87 years. He was born in Thornton, N. H., 
February 23, 1844. It is said that at the age of eight years he had read 
the Bible through. He was converted when about 18 years of age. He 
taught school for brief periods during young manhood. Mr. Clement 
early felt the urge to preach and for 2 or 3 years was a licientiate of the 
Christian denomination. When 56 he was ordained to the Free Baptist 
ministry and held a pastorate in Gilmanton, N. H. For many years he 
taught a large Bible class in the Merrimac Free Baptist Sunday School 
in Manchester, N. H. and for about six years supplied the pulpit of a 
Congregational mission in Manchester. Mr. Clement had a clear, re- 
sonant voice, a remarkable memory, marked physical vigor, and ready 
knowledge of the Biole. He also had a great fund of good stories for 
social conversation. At one time he served as grand master of the 
Grand Lodge of American Order of United Workmen of Massachusetts 
and New Hampsire. When about 80 years of age he came to Jewett 
City, Conn., to reside with his son Frank, who was then superintendent 
of schools in that place. At length he fell asleep at night to rise in 
another world. He was a member of the Jewett City Baptist Church.

ADDENDA H 

REPORT OP MISSIONARY EDUCATION 

Most of the boards feel that missionary education is the fundamen- 
tal basis for promotional work and is necessary for carrying on a con- 
structive promotional program. The author of one of the current 
study books says “The only giving that will be maintained and which 
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has any chance of being adequate is the giving based on intelligent 
study.” That testimony from men of experience makes missionary 
education one of the foundations for interest in and response to the 
whole missionary enterprise. The results of the year’s work were en- 
couraging, advances having been made on nearly every point. 

We feel that an active missionary committee in every church is of 
the utmost importance if interest is to be maintained. Fifty-four 
churches report such committees or some person having missionary 
interests in charge, a gain of four. Forty churches report systematic 
presentation of missions in the Sunday School, a gain of four. Thirty- 
three churches qualified on missionary education standards with a 
total of 7070 points, a gain of ten churches and 1617 points, that being 
the largest gain in points made by any state in the New England dis- 
trict. Delegates were sent to Summer conferences from 43 churches. 
Attendance at these conferences is the answer to the need of leaders 
for mission study classes. Three women in the state attended hte 
Missionary Education Conference at Silver Bay, N. Y., early in the 
summer and received excellent practical instruction in study class 
methods which they will be glad to share with their own and other 
churches. I wish to express my appreciation again for the generosity 
of the State and National boards in making it possible for me to at- 
tend that conference this year for the second time. Last fall and win- 
ter I was able to lead 22 study class sessions on “India Looks to Her 
Future” as a result and hope to do as well this year. The home mis- 
sion study book “The Challenge of Change” written by Dr. John M. 
Moore, formerly a member of the board of managers of the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society, ought to be widely used as a means of 
bringing home missions up to date. There were nine schools of mis- 
sions reported, a loss of one, but with a gain of 26 study classes, the 
total of all classes being 129. We might well make the slogan of the 
Five-Year Movement in China ours: “Oh Lord revive thy church, be- 
ginning with me.” 

The Reading Contest grows in popularity with every year. Last 
year only two new church reported reading but there was a gain of 
1125 readers, the number of books read was more than doubled, and 
the gain in points was 69, 135, more than the total number of points 
made by the state in 1927-1928. In spite of that, Connecticut remains 
next to the lowest in average of points per resident members of the 
states in the district. The church at Greenville, Norwich Third, made 
the highest average tnat has ever been made in the state in the read- 
ing contest, having an average of 132 points plus for every resident 
member. Several other churches made notable gains. 

There was a falling off of 187 churches participating in the reading 
contest in the Northern Baptist Convention. Connecticut wants to 
help remedy that situation and already several new churches are read- 
4,ng The traveling libraries purchased by the state were used in 18 
churches. The State Convention again awarded a missionary library 
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of five books each to the church in each association which had the 
largest percentage of its resident membership present at the mid-win- 
ter rally. The winning churches were Willimantic Calvary, Stratford, 
West Hartford, Yalesville, Norwich Third and North Stonington Sec- 
ond. 

The author previously quoted says further that “the miracle of 
missions is that people give so much when they know so little of the 
existing conditions and the need for Christ in the world.” Our re- 
sponse to the missionary enterprise will reflect our knowledge and ap- 
preciation of the needs.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FEDERA- 
TION OF CHURCHES 

'In making a report of the activities of the Connecticut Federation 
of Churches in the year just past, we immediately connect it with the 
Connecticut Council of Religious Education. At the Annual Meeting 
in November 1930 it was voted to share the same office as the Con- 
necticut Council of Religious Education and to have these two organi- 
zations function as nearly as possible as one agency, having in mind to 
eventually amalgamate. To this end on Jan. 1, 1931 Rev. J. Quinter 
Miller, who had been General Secretary of the Council became General 
Secretary of the two organizations, and under his guidance and direc- 
tion forward steps have been taken. Mr. Miller is working out a future 
program by which the activities of the two agencies will be brought to- 
gether under the direction of one large board and staff of workers. 
This should result in greater service to our state. In this movement for 
unification Connecticut is taking the role of pioneer. The success of 
this venture depends upon the patience and cooperation of all of our 
Protestant 'Churches and individuals. 

The secretary has been in communication with other federations 
and has received many commendations for our move toward Christian 
Unity. 

Prof. Jerome Davis of Yale University, chairman of the Social. 
Service Committee, by reason of his splendid work in bettering prison 
and jail conditions in our state, he was appointed by the governor to 
serve as chairman of the special commission to carry forward a thor- 
ough study of jail conditions in Connecticut. 

The 'Legislative Committee has acted on various important issues 
that arose during the General Assembly. 

Through the Comity Committee, of which Rev. Truman H. Wood- 
ward is chairman, the survey of the rural communities has been com- 
pleted and some way will be thought out by which this information will 
be available for future use. 

Our committee on International Relations, Rev. Roscoe Nelson 
chairman, is working effectively. 

Courses in religious education, sponsored by the Federation, are 
carried on in our State College for which credits are given. 

Rev. J. G. Waggoner, pastor of the Storrs Church has reported 
splendid progress.

WORLD WIDE GUILD FOR 1930-31 

A few outstanding facts atiiout our National W. W. G. may be inter- 
esting — as the Guild last year completed its fifteenth year. 'During 
that time from Guild ranks have been recruited 104 girls for mission- 
ary service on the Home and Foreign fields, in iChristian Americaniza- 
tion work and on our National secretarial Boards. Over |400,000 have 
also been given by Guild girls for the work of our denomination for 
missions — ^this gift being known as the special Guild gift and being 
over and above the amounts contributed for missions in the regular 
church envelops. As the local churches have also been credited with 
these amounts we feel that a real contribution has been made by these 
girls. 

In our own state the girls have been doing splendid work in our 
special activities — 'Mission Study, Program meetings, Reading Con- 
test — ^White Cross work for our missionaries and contributing to the 
special Guild gift. The contribution this last year was |1727 and for the 
years preceding has even exceeded that — for several years the amount 
totaling over |2,000 each year. The annual report shows the total 
number of books read as 1211 with 9310 points, and ten chapters com- 
pleting the Reading Contest each member having read the five re- 
quired books. 

We are still stressing the forming of junior chapters and already 
have several new prospects. The great need is for leaders — and for 
these we depend upon our women and older young women. 

Various activities outside of regular chapter work have been car- 
ried on by the Guild members. The first Sunday in December is, each 
year, observed all over the world in Guild circles as Vesper Sunday. 
At this service usually a Pageant or play is given with a program of 
music and sometimes with a special speaker. iSometimes several Guild 
unite for the service. 

Many of the chapters have given missionary plays and the girls 
are getting more interested in giving their missionary money by using 
the tithing or stewardship plan. iSome of the senior chapters have 
sponsored junior chapters and some are working with C. W. C. and in 
D. V. B. Schools. 

Two rallies were held in the Spring of 1931 — ^the special purpose 
being to meet Miss Suzanne Rinck, Field Secretary of the Baptist 
Missionary Training School of Chicago. These were held at Main St., 
Meriden and at Stonington — taking the place of the regular Associa- 
tion Rallies. Similar gatherings are being planned for this Fall to 
meet Miss Elsie Kappen. 

The center of interest and inspiration for the year is the state 
House-party held this year Sept. 11-13 at Stony Creek, the place select- 
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ed for tlie last three years — ^^an ideal spot for the purpose. There is 
always a Guild Theme for the year and this year it is “Guild Ties” — 
the whole program being built around this idea. Our missionary guests 
were Miss Lucinda Johnson, Dean of Baptist Institute, Philadelphia, 
Miss Elsie Boot ('One of our own state girls) from Kemendine Burma, 
Miss Mildred ISTewkirk working with the Meriden Italian Baptists and 
Mrs. Joseph Harrison, Guild .Secretary of Eastern Pennsylvania. 
Splendid inspirational talks — 'Guild methods and special activities — a 
Banquet with unique features — a missionary play C. W. C. demonstra- 
tion — recreation and good fellowship make this a week-end that every 
Guild girl ought to attend. The Consecration service on Sunday morn- 
ing was unusually impressive as our missionary guests told is such an 
intimate way to stories of their lives and of their call to service. Miss 
Grace Banker, a graduate of Baptist Institute also told her story. Fine 
music under the direction of Miss Doris Decker of Bridgeport and a 
message from our much loved National Secretary Miss Alma Noble 
completed a service that made us feel really “Joined inheart-hoping to 
meet again.” If our church people could realize the inspiration and 
'benefit received by the girls who attend these Conferences — they would 
surely he glad to assist the girls in making it possible to attend. 

This is a very short story of the Guild work for the year^ — ibut back 
of it is an enthusiastic group of girls really consecrated in loving ser- 
vice. A number are taking special missionary training for life ser- 
vice — there surely must be a group in your church not yet affiliated 
with this worth while National organization. May our older girls and 
women who have had a vision feel the call to give more time to leader- 
ship and counsel that the younger girls may follow in their train.

COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS 

RESOLVED, that we hereby express to the Rev. Charles H. Heim- 
sath and to the First Baptist Church of Bridgeport our satisfaction for 
the abundant and gracious care of the Convention and its members, 
realizing that so perfect a reception was attained only through almost 
numberless thoughts of kindness and acts of devotion on the part of 
the pastor, the staff, and the personnel of the entertaining church. 

RESOLVED, that we urge the Baptist people of Connecticut to 
an awakening -of their hearts and minds for better realizing the un- 
precented conditions now confronting the individual, the family, social 
life, the Church, the nation, and mankind itself, in the vastly greater, 
yet incalculably smaller World of To^Day;^ to the end that being 
neither dismayed by the complexity of the problems nor made fatuous 
in the belief that To-morrow shall be as Yesterday, we may, as Bap- 
tists without haste on the one hand or an excessive reluctance to move 
on the other, still prove that we are a pioneer-people in the Barth, 
afraid of nothing but falling away from the Truth and from the chal- 
lenges of practical brotherliness — ^without which our professions in the 
Gospel are well-nigh meaningless. We recomniend that our people shall 
study diligently the human implications of divine love so that there 
may be wrought out through interest, compassion and concession what 
otherwise may well be wrought out in the fiercer fires of social disin- 
tegration and violence. 

RESOLVED, that we go on record once again as favoring the sep- 
aration of Church and State in the matter of the appropriation of public 
moneys, whether of the Federal, State or municipal treasuries to the 
aid of sectarian causes where a teaching or doctrinal emphasis would 
be the most probable result of such appropriation. 

RESOLVED: In consideration of the general interest shown by 
the public in the recent decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States of America, concerning the Macintosh Case we approve the min- 
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ority report which we believe is true to our historic Baptist position in 
reference to the freedom of conscience; and express the hope that in 
the near future our naturalization laws may be so changed or inter- 
preted as to grant citizenship to those of good character who hold con- 
scientious convictions regarding war and peace. 

RESOLVED, that this Convention express its confidence that the 
Eighteenth Amendment will yet pass beyond the controversial stage 
as did the Slavery Question of a former generation; that the frenzied, 
unprincipled and unfair campaign against its acceptance in the hearts 
of the American people will yet fail in its belittling and nullifying at- 
tempt, and that we pledge our honest best to the task of bringing this 
campaign to naught, and to make Prohibition a reasonable and desir- 
able policy to all whom we may hope to influence. We call to tihe 
especial attention of pastors and church-^school leaders the need of a 
more systematic and earnest presenting of the evils of Drink, the per- 
ils of the disregard of law, and the long history of the temperance 
movement culminating in the adoption of the Eighteenth Amendment. 

We instruct the secretary of the Convention to transmit a copy 
of the first section of this resolution to the members of the Connecti- 
cut delegation in Congress. 

RESOLVED: We favor the entrance of the United States into the 
International Court of Justice, and the adoption by the Senate of the 
protocols for admission now before that body. We instruct the Con- 
vention’s secretary to acquaint Senators Bingham and Walcott with 
this resolution urging them to put the weight of their distinguished 
influence behind the effort for adoption. 

RESOLVED, that we commend the fine report of the Committee 
on Evaneglism, and approve a continuation of the co-operative policy 
between this Committee and that of Christian Education. The convic- 
tion is strong upon us that Spirit-born men are the best guarantees of 
the ihighest human hopes, indispensable instrumentalities in the com- 
ing of the kingdom of that Christ who loved us and gave himself for us.

CHARTER 
Passed May, 1820 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa. 
tives in Generai Assembly convened. That Asahel Morse, Caleb Moore, 
Joseph B. Gilbert, John Bolles, Hezekiah Huntington, Elisha Cushman, 
Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpont Brockett, David 
Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, David Turner, Jere- 
miah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., Orra Martin, Asa Tal- 
madge, Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, Elijah Pilley and their as- 
sociates, be, and they are hereby formed into, constituted, and made a 
body politic and corporate by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Ed- 
ucation Society”, and by that name; they and their successors shall and 
may have perpetual succession, shall be capable of suing and being 
sued, pleading and being impleaded, in all suits of whatever nature so- 
ever, may have a common seal and the same alter or change at pleas- 
sure. And may also have, purchase, receive, hold and convey away es- 
tate, real, personal or mixed, the annual income of which shall not ex- 
ceed three thousand dollars. 
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Sec. 2. Tlie said Baptist Education Society may from time to time 
elect a president and such other officers and agents as they may find 
necessary or convenient; may elect and receive additional members; 
make by-laws respecting number, qualifications, and duties of their 
officers and members, prescribe the mode of election and admission 
of members; the time, place, and manner of holding their meeting; 
the number necessary to form a quorum; and all other by-laws and 
regulations which said society may deem necessary for the govern- 
ment and due regulation of its concerns to promote and secure the 
essential objects of said Society, as expressed in their Constitution — 
not repugnant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hartford, 
on the first Wednesday of May, A. X). 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act in corporation, and every part thereof, may be 
altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General .Assembly, 

CONSTITUTION 

Article 1. This Society shall be known by the name of “The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young men 
and young women, who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in ac- 
quiring such mental discipline and culture as shall render them more 
useful in the kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. This Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the 
treasury one dollar or more annually; also of delegates from churches 
and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representation at 
the annual meeting as follows, viz; Every church and auxiliary so- 
ciety contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars annually, 
shall be entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or more 
dollars, two delegates. The payment of fifteen dollars in advance 
shall constitute membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five 
Trustees, to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may de- 
termine. 

Art. 5. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Executive 
Committee to manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, to 
control its funds and property, to examine and admit candidates to the 
benefits of the Society, and at every annual meeting of the Society, 
they shall make a faithful report of their doings the preceding year. 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, and 
record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, draw 
all orders on the Treasurer authorized by said Committee, conduct the 
correspondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the annual report 
of the Executive Committee to the Society. The Treasurer shall have 
charge of the current funds of the Society, and pay them out only to 
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the order of the Secretary; he shall also safely hold all bonds, notes, 
deeds, and other evidences of property belonging to the Society, giving 
ample security for these trusts. His accounts shall always be open to 
the inspection of the Executive Committee and Auditor, and he shall 
make a detailed report of the same quarterly to said Committee, and 
annually to the Society. The Auditor shall examine annually, or often- 
er, the accounts and securities of the Treasurer, and certify the same. 

Art. 7. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its first quar- 
terly meeting appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own mem- 
bers, who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, and other 
permanent funds of the Society, unless otherwise provided by their 
donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning trust funds. 

Art. 8. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of 
officers and transaction of other business shall be holden during the 
week and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. Special 
meetings of the Society may be called by the President, at the request 
of five members of the Executive Committee. The business of the So- 
ciety may be transacted at all regular meetings by a majority of the 
members present. 

Art. 9. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society must 
be a member of some regular Baptist church. He must produce a 
letter from said church, certifying his good standing, and its commenda- 
tion of him as one call to God to the ministry. He must satisfy the 
Executive Committee that he possesses gifts promising usefulness in 
the work; and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to the patron- 
age of the Society by at least three regularly ordained ministers of the 
Baptist denomination. 

Art. 10. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall 
certify his intention to take the full course of study preparatory, col- 
legiate and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive Com- 
mittee, his age and circumstances do not admit of such a course; and 
the institutions in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall be sub- 
ject to the approval of the Executive Committee; and, voluntarily fail- 
ing to enter the ministry, or for sufficient cause, being dropped from 
the list of beneficiaries, he ^ghall refund the money, with interest, he 
has received from the Society. 

Art. 11. The personal services of those who are appointed to 
manage the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 12. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution 
except at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present, written notice of the proposed change having been 
given and recorded one year previous to its adoption. 
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APPLICATION FOR AID 

When a young man applies for aid he is required to present a 
letter from his church, in substance as follows: 

This certifies that Mr. is a regular member 

of the Baptist Church in this town; that he sustains 

a good moral and religious character; that in the judgment of this 
Church he is called by the Lord to the Christian ministry; and that he 
possesses talents which, with a good eduoation, would render him use- 
ful in his sacred work. He is therefore recommended to the Connec- 
ticut Baptist Education Society for their patronage.

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REPORT OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
EDUCATION SOCIETY 

New England’s contribution to the religious life of America is a 
matter of history. The Connecticut Baptist Education Society does 
not want this worthy record to be a matter of the past: it believes that 
New England has a contribution to make today and it is endeavoring 
to help train Christian leaders who will guide the course of modern 
history toward the Kingdom of God. 

Last year the 'Society aided twenty-six students who v.'^ere study- 
ing for Christian service. There were eight in seven colleges prepar- 
ing for Seminary training. The following is a list of the colleges and 
number of students attending each — ^Lynchburg one, Trinity one, Col- 
gate one, Rochester one, Storrs one. University of Virginia one, and 
Wheaton two. 

There were seventeen students attending nine different Semin- 
aries or Religious Training Schools. Newton one. Union one. Eastern 
Theological three, Bangor one. Bethel one, Colgate Rochester four, 
Southern Baptist Theological one, and Baptist Institute five. There 
was also one student who completed his medical work in the Boston 
Hospital. 

Seven of the students have completed their higher education and 
are now in Christian service. Some are located in the United States, 
others are doing World Service on our Baptist Mission fields. 

The Society aids each student to the amount of |125.00 per year, 
W'ith the exception of the students at Colgate-Rochester, students there 
receive 1100.00 per year. These are not large amounts but as aid to 
students who can pay their other expenses it is quite a help. 

The Society is doing a worthy work and should receive the support 
of the Churches as well as gifts from individuals who are able to grant 
large sums to worthy causes. People making their wills could find no 
worthier cause than aiding students who are seeking knowledge and 
training themselves for Christian service. The Society has an en- 
dowment fund but it is not large enough to meet all of the expenses of 
the students who receive support. The Society is grateful to the Con- 
necticut Baptist Convention for granting the funds necessary to do its 
work. 

More funds will be needed this year. There are ten new applica- 
tions for aid and there will be eighteen of last year’s' students, making 
twenty eight in all for the present year. May the Lord bless the work 
of the Society and the young men and women who are in training for 
His work.

Sermon Text Matthew 28:19-20 

The urgentness of the iGreat Commission still drives us on, its note 
of personal responsibility reminds us that the duty is our own, its 
broad universal outlook 'Challenges us to the world wide needs of the 
hour. We have not outgrown the original challenge, indeed we have 
but barely begun in fulfilling its possibilities. To a modern Church 
the great commission still remains its marching orders. In fulfilling 
the spirit of this command the Church to-day must be: — 

Passionately persuasive. We must be certain about our high 
origin, we need to recapture the sense of a Divine commission, we 
must recall that we have a message of salvation. Jesus the Christ who 
lives and loves and saves is the gospel that we must give to the world. 
Having assured our own selves of these great facts then let us plead 
them with all the passionate persuasiveness that we can muster. 
Whenever a minister and a people become united in their faith on 
these things, and then go forth not to apologize for their belief but to 
give them to the world with all the enthusiasm that they can muster, 
we shall find that minister and that people becoming great in the King- 
dom of God and their work shall be crowned with success. 

It Is not only that we want to be supremely sure about the facts 
of the Church, but we must be intelligently instructive in our teaching 
regarding the world in which we live. The problems of race hatred, 
war, our penal institutions, the present economic crisis, captialism vs. 
socialism, personal morals, the 18th amendment, and habits of amuse- 
ment are issues that need to have light thrown upon them if men are 
to know how to live. The Church, majoring in the world of God and 
the instruction of the iSpirit, must have a message for men concerning 
these questions. If we are to be the leaders of men we must intelli- 
gently instruct them in matters pertaining to everyday life. 

Hut along with this confident assurance in our Master, and an 
instructive message for the hour, there must go a ministry of ceaseless 
shepherding if we are to conserve the results of our efforts. We or- 
ganize vast and complicated programs to entice people into our circle, 
and then once in we fail to live about them in such a way that we keep 
them. We must care for the needy, bind up the broken-hearted, clothe 
the naked, guard the converted, lift the fallen, and bring again to the 
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fold tlie lost. Tlie Churclies greatest message is one to tlie hearts of 
those in need, the Churches biggest opportunity is the sheperding of 
the flock. 'Going in and out the homes of our community we must 
live again the life of Him who said, “Come unto me, all ye that labor 
and are heavy laden, and I will give you rest.”

SOCIAL SERVICE REPORT 

September 30, 1931. 

To the Fairfield County Baptist Association 
Dear Friends: 

In relation to the report of the Social Service Committee of the 
Association, it has seemed best this year to bring its report more in 
the form of an analysis of its proposed work, than in the form of a re- 
port. So for the few minutes alloted me I will try to bring you a view 
of this field of activity. 

I can hardly hope to do more than mention the various tasks that 
such a committee should be interested in, either as a part of the local 
Church or as a part of the Association. 

One of the developing fields of interest and activity is that of inter- 
national relationships. What stand should a Christian take on the 
World Court, the League of Nations, War, Armaments, Inter-national 
debts. Immigration, Home rule for colonies, and protective tariffs? 
These are great unknow problems, as far as the average laymen or 
minister is concerned, but problems that must begin to be answered 
by the Church if they are to be answered correctly. The Church be- 
ing inter-national, must be interested and informed on these issues. 
To the social service committee falls the opportunity of education 
along these lines. 

But such a committee is not only interested in what is go- 
ing on around the world, it must be interested in its own nations 
fronts us at the present moment is that of economics. What would 
a Christian attitude be toward money? How should a Christian run 
his business? for gold or for God? What about the extremes in wealth 
we now know? Does every child have an equal chance of develop- 
ment Is the capitalistic system Godly? Does socialism offer a more 
Christian solutions? Etc., Etc. There is an endless array of questions 
that might be asked in relation to this one issue along — the social 
service committee must be asking these questions and stimulating 
thoughtful answers. 

Another great problem is that of law, and law enforcement. Gang- 
sterism, the eighteenth amendment, bootlegging, graft, our penal sys- 
tem, ‘s'chools of crime’ in the slums, politics for graft or politics for 
good government, all these are confronting our nation now; and all 
these have a direct application to the kingdom of God on earth. Does 
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the Church dare face these problems I think it does, and it must! The 
social service committee’s job is to see that the Church is aroused in 
the .fight for right, and that it lines up on the side of justice. 

Then there comes the question of Christian life attitudes toward 
those about us. What about racial lines? The color division? The 
so-called supremacy of the whites? What of social lines Wealth and 
position? Are we Christian if we look down upon some other? What 
was Jesus’ practice in relation to the social lines of his day? Again it 
is the social committee that must bear the brunt of the burden in the 
task of education. 

If we can get a committee to face all these issues, and bring the 
Church up to an enlightened position in regard to them, then we will 
have a group of men doing the master’s will again on earth.

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

The committee on Christian Education submits the following re- 
port, consisting of a number of activities in the field of education, 
which have been carried on with success in the various churches. The 
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activities reveal the fact that one of the most vital functions of the 
church is its educational program. 

1. There has been a growing interest in the Teachers’ Training 
School, as carried on, for example, in Bridgeport and Norwalk. Many 
of the teachers in these communities have been urged to attend. This, 
together with Summer School, conferences, and assemblies, helps the 
teacher to be better trained. 

2. Monthly Teachers’ Meeting, with an outside speaker or 'with- 
out, are held in some churches when the work of the Church School is 
planned, and then help to work the plan. 

3. Some Church Schools hold an installation service of officers 
and teachers at the beginning of each year. Some have a retreat, 
and still others have what they call “teachers contract.’’ 

4. The Craded lessons material is used with effectiveness by 
many schools, while there are some who still use the International Un- 
iform Besson with considerable success. 

'5. Religious Education Week, with comprehensive program for 
all the departments of the church, has been observed in some church- 
es this past year. 

6. Rally Day is almost universally observed by all the churches. 
Pageants and interesting programs were given in connection with it. 

7. Craded Missionary education is presented in some churches 
from the very beginners’ department to adult groups. Pageants on 
missionary themes given by young people. 

8. There has been a growing interest in the Daily Vacation Bible 
School. 'Several churches have had these with success. 

9. Preaching on the educational work of the church, the objec- 
tives of religious education, has been done by some churches. 

10. Sunday evening forums held by one church on questions sub- 
mitted by the young people. 

11. Pastor’s classes held in some churches during lent. 

12. Missionary stories used by some schools during its worship 
period. 

13. The calendar and the announcer is used with skill in some 
churches with an educational aim. 

14. The Junior and Young People’s choir is featured in some 
churches with conspicuous effectiveness. 

15. In some churches the S. S. leads the Worship service. 

16. There is a memorization program of Bible material with 
Honor 'Shield for recognized achievement, at least in one school. 

17. One church has a Director of Religious Education. 

18. 'Some ministers pass among their people such papers as Mis- 

sions, Baptist, Watchman-Examiner, books on educational function of 
the church, etc. , i ’ ?i

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CONSTITUTION AND RULES OF ORDER OF THE FAIRFIELD 
BAPTIST ASSOCIATION JANUARY, 1931 

Article 1. This union of churches shall be called the Fairfield 
Baptist Association. 

Article 2. Te objects of this Association shall be: the promotion 
of fraternal relations among its members, the increase of experimental 
religion and the propagation of the gospel of Jesus Christ. 

Article 3. This Association shall be composed of Baptist churches 
in good standing. 

Article 4. This Association shall meet annually the Wednesday 
after the last Tuesday in September, with a midyear meeting of the 
Association for the promotion of the missionary program. 

Article 5. The Annual meeting of the Association shall be com- 
posed of the pastors of the several member churches; two delegates 
from each church in the Association, and in addition one delegate for 
every one hundred members or fraction thereof; and one delegate from 
each Sunday School, each Young People’s group and each Woman’s 
Society, 

Article 6. The officers of the Association shall be a Moderator, a 
Vice Moderator, a iClerk and Treasurer, who shall be elected at each 
annual meeting and serve from the close of that session until their suc- 
cessors are elected. 

Article 7. This Association shall have a Permanent Council to be 
composed of the pastor and one lay delegate from each church. A 
church whose membership exceeds 300 may elect one additional del- 
egate for each additional 100 members or fraction thereof. 

Article 8. Churches wishing to be received into the Association 
shall apply by letter and messengers to the Permanent Council and 
upon recommendation of the Council may be elected to membership. 
The Moderator shall then give the right hand of fellovrship. 

Article 9. This constitution may be amended by a two thirds vote 
cf the delegates at any Annual Meeting provided due written notice 
shall have been given to the several churches at least one month prior 
to the Annual Meeting. 

RULES OF ORDER 

1. This Association shlal convene at the hour and place appoint- 
ed, perfect its organization, and at once have read these rules of or- 
der, after which the Moderator shall appoint the following commit- 
tees: Nominations, Resolutions, Roll Call and Next Session, and an 
Auditing Committee. 

2. Every ssesion shall be opened and closed with prayer. 

3. Visiting brethren invited to seats with us may debate on all 
questions but vote on none. 
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4. In all cases not otlierwise specified the Association shall be 
governed by the general rules adopted by deliberative bodies. 

5. All resolutions presented to this body shall be submitted in 
written form. 

6. The Committee on Next Session shall report a Committee of 
Arrangements for the ensuing Annual Meeting which shall consist of 
the ipastor (or senior deacon in the absence of a pastor), of the enter- 
taining church, the clerk of the Association and the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Association. The Moderator shall be exofficio member 
of all committees. 

7. The Standing 'Committees of the Association shall he elected 
by the Association and shall include the following: Evangelism, Mis- 
sionary, Social Service and Religious Education. The Executive Com- 
mittee shall consist of the Officers of the Association together with 
the members of these four committees. 

8. These Committees shall consist of three members each, 
the same to be appointed annually by the Moderator, and if possibl at 
least two of the members to be continued from the preceding year. 

9. It is expected that each church will contribute to the Associa- 
tion for its upkeep on the basis of two cents per resident member. 

10. The sum of twenty five dollars a year shall be paid the clerk 
in appreciation of his services to the Association. 

11. Every church shall make full statistical reports to the Con- 
i'' vention and Association as of September first. 

12. It is the policy of the Association that its member churches 
seek to have non resident members connect themselves with churches 

I near their homes, and that in case of dismissal by letter, the pastor or 

clerk of the receiving church be notified of the transfer of membership.

Record.” Miss Wing spoke on the “W. W. G. House Party.” 

The Moderator then took the chair and introduced Rev. Dana M. 
Albaugh who gave a splendid Missionary Address. Following Mr. Al- 
baugh’s address the Rev. Horace B. Bloat of Hartford was presented to 
speak briefly and lead a discussion on the tpoic “Our Connecticut Out- 
look in Missions.” The Moderator then called upon Rev. E. R. Allen 
of Essex to present the matter of the Committee on Fellowship’s tak- 
ing over in part the matter of aiding needy ministers. 

At the close of a discussion on the matter it was voted to transfer 
the sum of 1100.00 from the Regular Funds of the Association to the 
Widows and Minister’s Fund. 

The next address was given by Dr. Paul H. Vieth, of the Yale 
Divinity School. Mr. Vieth spoke on the subject “Leadership in the 
Church School” giving a stimulating and helpful address. 

The session then adjourned until the evening hour. 

Supper was served by the ladies of the host church at 6:00 P. M. 
At the conclusion of the supper hour a most interesting address was 
' given by the Rev. Sankey Lee Blanton of Calvary on the subject 

“Qualification for Church School Leadership.” 

The sessions then adjourned to the Lampson Lyceum to listen to 
a splendid address by Dr. Kagawa, noted Japanese Christian leader.

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MINUTES OF THE ONE HUNDRED FIFTY-NINTH ANNUAL MEET- 
ING, HELD WITH THE FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH OF 
STONINGTON, CONNECTICUT, WEDNESDAY, 

JUNE 17, 1931. 

Morning Session 

The One Hundred Fifty-ninth anniversary meeting of the Stoning- 
ton Union Association was called to order hy the Moderator, Rev. R. 
W. E. DeWolfe, who had been chosen hy the Executive Committee to 
fill the vacancy caused by the removal from the Association of Rev. 
J. A. Smith, who resigned as pastor at Preston City during the year. 
Invocation was made by the Moderator, who also led in the Lord’s 
Prayer. Following the singing of “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name” 
the Pastor of the entertaining Church, the Rev. P. W. Rack, gave words 
of welcome and read the letter of the Stonington Church. The response 
v/as made by the Moderator, who immediately called for the reading of 
the church letters. Under reports of officers, the Treasurer asked to 
have his report deferred until afternoon. The Treasurer of the Widows’ 
Fund reported $4133.64 on hand. Report was accepted. The Audi- 
tor’s report was deferred until later in the day. The report of the 
Trustees of the Widows’ Fund was read by the Clerk, and was accept- 
ed, as read. Rev. F. S. Ro'bhins reported for the Obituary Committee 
a total of 35 deaths for the year, and the report was accepted. The 
Association joined in singing “God is Wisdom, God is Love” and Rev. 
L. J. Shepler led in prayer. Preceding the annual sermon. Rev. A. E. 
Hylan read Scripture and led in prayer. Following the singing of 
“The Church’s One Foundation is Jesus Christ Her Lord,” Rev. R. W. 
E. DeWolfe preached on “Accepting the Challenge.” After singing 
“Jesus Still Lead On,” an offering was taken. Announcements were 
made by the Moderator and the following were named a Nominating 
Committee: Rev. E. E. Scates, Rev. G. R. Atha, E. E. Freeman, Miss 
G. L. Brown and Miss Harriet Fish. Adjournment AVas taken until af- 
ter dinner. Attendance at morning session was 145. 

Afternoon Session 

During the Woman’s Missionary Program, Mrs. Seymour A. Stod- 
dard presided. The devotional service was led by Mrs. E. E. Scates, 
and after a solo by Mrs. R. D. Rathbone an address was given by a 
returned missionary. At 3:15 P. M. the Moderator again took the 
Chair and called for remarks hy the Rev. E. E. Gates, D. D., the State 
Secretary, and Rev. B. U. Hatfield. The report of the Nominating 
Committee was read and accepted, and the Clerk was instructed to 
cast one ballot for the nominees which was done and the new officers 
were declared elected. The Committee on Resolutions reported through 
its Chairman, Dr. E. P. Fitch, and the Committee’s report was adopted. 
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The Missionary -Committee made its report through its Missionary, 
Rev. F. S. Rohbins and its Treasurer, J. E. Griswold. The Missionary 
reported a growing interest and support, and the Treasurer reported 
all hills paid and a balance of $53.27 for the year. B. F. Weise, Secre- 
tary of the Committee made a verbal report and recommendations for 
the coming year, among which was the establishment of a deprecia- 
tion reserve to care for the replacement of the auto used by the Mis- 
sionary. It was voted that the Committee should carry out its plans. 
On motion it was voted to pay the Clerk the customary fee of ten dol- 
lars for the year. The Treasurer reported for the year a balance of 
$120.13 with some outstanding bills and some dues yet to be received. 
The auditor reported all books properly kept and monies accounted for 
and his report was accepted. It was voted to name a committee to 
confer with a similar committee from the New London Association on 
the matter of a change in the boundaries of the two associations. The 
Moderator thereupon chose the following: E. F. Weise, Rev. L. J. 
Shepler, Mrs. Arthur Brown, Rev. A. B. Hylan and C. E. Hopkins. 
Certain proposed amendments to the constitution were then consider- 
ed and adopted. It was voted to Include in the minutes in the Annual 
the amended parts of the Constitution, which see following these min- 
utes. Mrs. D. A. Pitt, of Norwich, spoke on “Church Work for Mod- 
ern Women.” After the singing of a hymn, Pi,ev. Edward Holyoke, D. 
D., of Providence, addressed the meeting on the subject, “The Church 
in a Changing World.” The Rev. G. R. Atha led in a closing prayer 
and the meeting stood adjourned. Attendance at the afternoon ses- 
sion, 175. 

Parts of the Constitution as amended: 

Article IV. Section 1-JLetters. Each Church of the Association 
shall send annually to the Clerk full reports of all work, such statistics 
as the tables require and the names of the delegates and their alter- 
nates. These letters report work for the year closing with April 30 
and should be complete and sent to the Clerk as promptly as possible. 

Article V. Section 2 — ^Programme. The Executive Committee 
shall prepare the Annual Programme, but at the first session the An- 
nual Sermon shall be preached, and during the day, not less than two 
hours shall be devoted to some topic or topics relating to local work and 
conditions. 

Article V. Section 3 — ^Expenses. Each Church of the Association 
shall be requested to contribute annually at the rate of three cents per 
member of the enrolled membership. Collections for Associational ex- 
penses may be taken at any ssesion. 

Article V. Section 4 — ^Authority. The ordinary parliamentary 
rules shall govern the proceedings of the Association. 
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Article VI. Section 1 — ^Amendments. This Constitntion may be 
amended at any Annual Meeting, provided such amendment shall have 
been proposed at the last preceding Annual Meeting.
